This  extra  session  of  the  Legislature 
would  never  have  been  called  except 
for  the  p€i8sing  of  enabling  acts  to 
make  our  new  Constitution  operative, 
and  when  you  pass  and  the  Governor 
approves  laws  necessary  to  render  im- 
portant provisions  of  the  Constitution 
immediately  effective,  we  will  have  ful- 
ly discharged  our  trust. 

To  seek  to  dictate  to  so  patrietic  and 
independent  a  body  is  absurd,  and  my 
earnest  desire  is  to  serve  you  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  only. 

Financial  and  agricultural  conditions, 
as  well  as  individual  interests  of  your 
members,  appeal  for  the  shortest  pos- 
sible session  consistent  with  safety  and 
for  the  enactment  of  only  vitally  needed 
l^.ws. 

The  financial  burden  of  a  long  session 
is  great,  and  my  hope  is  we  can 
promptly,  efficiently  and  thoroughly 
perform  the  duties  devolving  upon  us.

Whereas,  this  ordinance  reads  in 
part  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  The  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana  is  hereby  directed  to 
convene  in  extraordinary  session  at 
the  seat  of  government  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  the  month  of  September, 
1921,  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  for  a  pe- 
riod not  exceeding  seventy -five  days, 
with  full  authority  as  if  convened  in 
regular  session'*;  and 

Whereas,  any  attempt  on  the  part  of 
this  House  by  rule,  resolution  or 
otherw^ise  to  limit  or  restrict  the  pur- 
pose of  this  call  is  not  only  violative  of 
the  ordinance  above  referred  to,  but  is 
unconstitutional,  null  and  void;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of 
Louisiana,  that  any  and  all  rules, 
regulations,  restrictions,  or  resolu- 
tions, the  purpose  of  which  is  to  limit 
legislation  within  the  purview  of  such 
rules,  regulations,  resolutions  or  re- 
strictions, be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
declared   violative   of   Article   XXV   of 


the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  Is 
hereby  declared  null  and  void  and  of 
no  effect.

Senate  Bill  No.  17— 

By  Mr.  Stewart:

35  of  Act  35  of  1916,  as  amended  and 
re-enacted  by  Act  210  of  1920,  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  provide  for  calling, 
holding,  conducting  and  regulating  pri- 
mary elections:  to  provide  that  they 
shall  be  compulsory;  that  all  nomina- 
tions by  any  political  party  for  candi- 
dates for  the  office  of  United  States 
Senator,  member  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives   in    the    Congress    of    the 
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United  States,  all  State,  district  and 
parochial  officers,  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  of  city  and 
ward  officers  in  all  cities,  towns  and 
villages,  shall  be  made  by  direct  pri- 
mary; to  define  the  term  "political 
party"  under  this  act;  to  prescribe  the 
qualifications  of  electors  participating 
in  and  of  candidates  for  nomination  to 
be  voted  for  at  said  primary  election; 
to  prescribe  the  number  and  manner  of 
choosing  commissioners  who  shall  pre- 
side over  and  conduct  said  election;  to 
fix  the  time  and  provide  the  manner  of 
conducting  said  primary  election;  to 
provide  for  defraying  the  expenses  of 
said  election;  to  fix  the  duties  of  offi- 
cers to  whom  returns  are  to  be  made; 
to  preserve  party  loyalty;  to  prescribe 
what  are  offenses  against  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act;  and  to  provide  pen- 
alties for  the  violation  of  said  provi- 
sions, and  to  repeal  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  herewith." 

Senate  Bill  No.  18 — 

By  Mr.  Stewart: 

An  act  declaring  that  the  construct- 
ing, deepening,  widening,  improving 
and  maintaining  of  navigation  canals 
and  navigation  channels,  and  the  deep- 
ening, widening,  in^proving  and  main- 
taining existing  streams,  lakes  and 
other  watercourses  for  navigation  pur- 
poses are  works  of  public  improve- 
ment, title  to  which  shall  vest  in  the 
public,  and  for  public  purposes;  au- 
thorizing the  several  parishes  of  the 
State  to  acquire  .property  for  such  pub. 
lie  improvements  and  public  pur- 
poses; authorizing  their  governing  au- 
thorities to  make  such  works  of  public 
improvements;  to  enter  into  contracts 
for  such  work;  to  purchase  machinery 
therefor  and  to  perform  and  supervise 
such  works  and  all  other  acts  neces- 
sary in  connection  therewith,  to  co- 
operate with  State  and  Federal  gov- 
ernment in  performing  such  works,  to 
receive  from  and  furnish  to  the  Fed- 
eral government  flnancial  aid  and  as- 
sistance for  the  making  or  completion 
and  maintenance  of  such  works;  au- 
thorizing the  several  parishes  to  incur 
debt  and  issue  negotiable  bonds  for 
such  works,  to  call  special  elections,  to 
levy  taxes  and  to  incur  debt  and  issue 
and  sell  negotiable  bonds  therefore  in 
accordance  with  law;  to  authorize  the 
governing  authorities  of  the  several 
parishes  to  appoint  a  board  of  ad- 
visers; providing  the  method  by  which 
plans  and  speciflcations  for  such  works 
shall  be  obtained  and  approved;  pro- 
viding how  bids  for  such  work  shall  be 
advertised  and  how  such  bids  shall  be 
made  by  those  offering  to  perform 
such  works;  authorizing  the  police  Ju- 
Bies  to  execute  such  works  with  their 
own   force   and   equipment  and    under 
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their  own  supervision;  providing  for' 
bonds  to  be  given  by  successful  bid- 
ders for  such  works;  providing  how 
special  taxes  imposed  for  such  pur- 
poses shall  be  levied,  assessed  and  col- 
lected and  fixing  the  liens  upon  prop- 
erty to  secure  payment  of  such  taxes: 
providing  penalties  for  nonpayment 
thereof  and  the  method  of  sellingr 
property  to  enforce  collection  of  said 
taxes;  providing  the  method  of  settle- 
ment and  accounting  by  the  Sheriff  and 
ex- officio  Tax  Collector  for  all  taxes 
collected  under  this  act;  providiner 
compensation  for  the  tax  collector  in 
collecting  and  paying  over  such  spe- 
cial taxes;  making  the  sheriff  and  ex- 
officio  tax  collector  and  the  surety  on 
his  official  bond  liable  for  taxes  so  col- 
lected and  providing  generally  for  all 
the  purposes  herein  enumerated,  and 
for  the  doing  of  all  things  necessary  or 
incidental  to  such  works  of  public  im- 
provement; providing  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  Parish 
of  Orleans.

INTRODUCTION  OP  RESOLUTIONS, 
SENATE  AND  CONCURRENT. 

Senate  (Concurrent  Resolution  No. 
6— 

By  Mr.  Johness: 

Whereas  there  exist  current  and 
persistent  reports  seriously  reflecting 
upon  the  official  Integrity  of  the  Sher- 
iff of  the  Parish  of  Jefferson,  which 
reports,  if  founded  upon  fact,  would 
make  it  appear  that  general  disregard 
for  the  law  is  and  for  months  has  been 
rampant  and  uncontrolled  in  said  par- 
ish, to  the  discredit  of  the  State  of 
I^uisiana,  and  to  the  knowledge  of 
and   because  of  the   indifference,   neg- 
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lect,   incompetency  and   inefficiency  of 
said  sheriff: 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Sen- 
ate of  Louisiana,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives concurring,  that  a  commit- 
tee of  five  (5),  composed  of  two  (2) 
Senators  to  be  named  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  and  three  (3)  Rep- 
resentatives to  be  named  by  the  Speak- 
er of  the  House?  be  and  is  hereby 
created  with  full  power  and  authority 
to  undertake  and  make  a  full  and 
comprehensive  investigation  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  sheriff  of  Jefferson 
Parish  in  connection  with  the  cur- 
rently reported  disregard  for  law  and 
order  in  said  parish,  including  any  fail- 
ure, refusual  or  neglect  properly  to 
discharge  and  perform  his  duties 
whether  such  acts  amount  to  non- 
feasance, malfeasance  or  misfeasance 
in  office;  and  with  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  sit,  if  it  so  choose,  outside 
the  state  capitol;  to  summon  and  com- 
pel the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses,  to  direct  and  compel  the 
production  and  exhibition  of  objects  or 
articles  that  it  may  deem  necessary 
as  physical  evidence  and,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  grant  immunity  to  a  wit- 
ness or  witnesses,  in  that  no  testimony 
given  by  such  witness  or  witnesses 
shall  thereafter  be  used  against  such 
witness  or  witnesses  in  any  criminal 
prosecution;  provided  that  such  im- 
munity shall  not  extend  to  a  trial  on 
charge  of  perjury;  provided  further 
that  no  witness  who  may  be  tendered 
immunity  by  said  committee  shall 
thereafter  be  permitted  to  decline  to 
testify  on  the  ground  that  such  testi- 
mony might  tend  to  incriminate  or 
degrade  him.  Said  committee  shall 
also  hear  and  examine  said  Sheriff  of 
the  Parish  of  Jefferson  or  any  other 
person  who  may  volunteer  to  appear 
before  it; 

And  said  committee  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  from  its  organization  com- 
plete its  investigations  and,  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable  report  its 
findings  of  fact  to  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives.  Said  com- 
mittee shall  have  authority  to  employ 
a  stenographer  who  shall  be  paid  for 
actual  time  engaged  in  the  taking  and 
transcribing  of  testimony,  and  said 
committee  shall  be,  together  with  said 
stenographer,  allowed  any  actual  ex- 
penses incurred  by  reason  of  service

er of  the  House,  be  and  is  hereby 
created  with  full  power  and  authority 
to     undertake   and    make    a    full    and 
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comprehensive  investigation  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  sheriff  of  JefPeraon 
Parish  in  connection  with  the  cur- 
rently reported  disregrard  for  law  and 
order  in  said  parish,  includingr  any  fail- 
ure, refusal  or  neglect  properly  to 
discharge  and  perform  his  duties 
whether  such  acts  amount  to  non- 
feasance, malfeasance  or  misfeasance 
in  office;  and  with  full  power  an«l  .lu-

If  the  present  rules  of  the  Senate  In 
the  above  respect  prove  irksome  to  a 
majority  of  the  Senators,  permit  me  to 
suffSTcst  that  they  be  modffled. 

My  record  of  four  years  as  Speaker

ME^SSAGE  FROM   THE   GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  from  the  Gov- 
ernor was  received  and  read: 
State  of  Louisiana, 
Executive  Department 
Baton  Rouge. 

Sept.  21,  1921. 
To  the  Honorable  President  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana: 
Gentlemen: 

It  has  doubtless  come  to  your  atten- 
tion that,  through  the  press  and  va- 
rious other  channels,  charges  of  the 
very   gravest   nature  have   been   made 


against  the  chief  law -enforcing  official 
of  a  parish  of  this  State,  the  Sheriff 
of  the  Parish  of  Jefferson.  These 
charges,  if  substantiated,  would  prove 
conclusively  that  the  official  in  ques- 
tion is  either  grossly  incompetent  or 
deliberately  blind  to  his  sworn  oath  of 
office. 

Affidavits  and  other  evidence  laid 
before  me  some  months  ago  prompted 
me  to  issue  a  statement  that  I  would 
call  a  ^'pecial  session  of  this  honor- 
able body  to  Inquire  into  the  condi- 
tions in  this  parish  aid  into  the  oflfi- 
cial  acts  of  this  Sherift.  The  Consti- 
tutional Convention,  however,  called  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  under 
the  new  organic  law. 

The  integrity  of  our  public  officials 
is  the  very  foundation  upon  which  our 
government  rests.  Because  of  the  wide 
publicity  given  to  the  charges  against 
the  Sheriff  of  Jefferson  Parish,  which 
strike  at  this  foundation,  I  urge  upon 
your  honorable  body  that  you  investi- 
gate them  as  to  their  truth  or  falsity. 

Charges  of  so  grave  a  nature,  so 
widely  published,  should  not  be  passed 
by  silently.  If  the  charges  are  true, 
the  investigation  should  be  made  for 
the  sake  and  good  of  the  State;  if 
they  are  false,  the  investigation  should 
be  made  for  the  sake  and  good  name 
of  the  official  himself.

Senate    Ooncurrent    Resolution    No. 

By  Mr.  Johness: 

Whereas  there  exist  current  and 
persistent  reports  seriously  reflecting 
upon  the  official  integrity  of  the  Sher- 
iff of  the  Parish  of  Jefferson,  which 
reports,  if  founded  upon  fact,  would 
make  it  appear  that  general  disregard 
for  the  law  is  and  for  months  has  been 
rampant  and  uncontrolled  in  said  par- 
ish,   to   the   discredit   of   the   State  of 
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Louisiana,  and  to  the  knowledge  of 
and  because  of  the  indifference,  neg- 
lect, incompetency  and  inefTiciency  of 
said  sheriff: 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Sen- 
ate of  Louisiana,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives concurring,  that  a  commit- 
tee of  Ave  (5),  composed  of  two  (2) 
Senators  to  be  named  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  and  three  (3)  Rep- 
resentatives to  be  named  by  the  Speak- 
er of  the  House,  be  and  is  hereby 
created  with  full  power  and  authority 
to  undertake  and  make  a  full  and 
comprehensive  investigation  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  sheriff  of  Jefferson 
Parish  in  connection  with  the  cur- 
rently reported  disregard  for  law  and 
order  in  said  parish,  including  any  fail- 
ure, refusal  or  neglect  properly  to 
discharge  and  perform  his  duties 
whether  such  acts  amount  to  non- 
feasance, malfeasance  or  misfeasance 
in  office;  and  with  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  sit.  if  it  80  choose,  outside 
the  state  capitol;  to  summon  and  com- 
pel the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses,  to  direct  and  compel  the 
production  and  exhibition  of  objects  or 
articles  that  it  may  deem  necessary 
as  physical  evidence  and,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  grant  immunity  to  a  wit- 
ness or  witnesses,  in  that  no  testimony 
given  by  such  witness  or  witnesses 
shall  thereafter  be  used  against  such 
witness  or  witnesses  in  any  criminal 
prosecution;  provided  that  such  im- 
munity shall  not  extend  to  a  trial  on 
charge  of  perjury;  provided  further 
that  no  witness  who  may  be  tendered 
immunity  by  said  committee  shall 
thereafter  be  permitted  to  decline  to 
testify  on  the  ground  that  such  testi- 
mony might  tend  to  incriminate  or 
degrade  him.  Said  committee  shall 
also  hear  and  examine  said  Sheriff  of 
the  Parish  of  Jefferson  or  any  other 
person  who  may  volunteer  to  appear 
before  it; 

And  said  committee  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  from  its  organization  com- 
plete its  investigations  and.  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable  report  its 
findings  of  fact  to  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives.  Said  com- 
mittee shall  have  authority  to  employ 
a  stenographer  who  shall  be  paid  for 
actual  time  engaged  in  the  taking  and 
transcribing  of  testimony,  and  said

By  Mr.  Johness: 

Whereas,  there  exist  current  and 
persistent  reports  seriously  reflecting 
upon  the  official  integrity  of  the 
Sheriff  of  the  Parish  of  Jefferson, 
which  reports.  If  founded  upon  fact, 
would  make  it  appear  that  general 
disregard  for  the  law  is  and  for  months 
has  been  rampant  and  uncontrolled  In 
said  parish,  to  the  discredit  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  and  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  and  because  of  the  indiffer- 
ence, neglect.  Incompetency  and  in- 
efficiency of  said  Sheriff;  therefore, 

Be  It  resolved  by  the  Senate  of 
Louisiana,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurring,  that  a  committee  of 
five  (5),  composed  of  two  (2)  Senators 
to  be  named  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  three  (3)  Representatives 
to  be  named  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  be  and  Is  hereby  created  T^lth 
full  power  and  authority  to  undertake 
and  make  a  full  and  comprehensive  in- 
vestigation of  the  official  acts  of  the 
Sheriff  of  Jefferson  Parish  in  connec- 
tion with  the  currently  reported  dis- 
regard for  law  and  order  In  said  par- 
ish, including  any  failure,  refusal  or 
neglect  properly  to  discharge  and  per- 
form his  duties,  whether  such  acts 
amount  to  nonfeasance,  malfeasance 
or  misfeasance  in  office;  and  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  sit,  if  It  so 
choose,  outside  the  state  capitol;  to 
summon  and  compel  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  witnesses,  to  direct 
and  compel  the  production  and  exhibi- 
tion of  objects  or  articles  that  it  may 
deem  necessary  as  physical  evidence, 
and,  in  its  discretion,  to  grant  im- 
munity to  a  witness  or  witnesses,  in 
that  no  testimony  given  by  such  wit- 
ness or  witnesses  shall  thereafter  be 
used    against    such    witness    or    wit- 
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nesses  in  any  criminal  prosecution; 
provided,  that  such  Immunity  shall 
not  extend  to  a  trial  on  charge  of 
perjury;  provided,  further,  that  no 
witness  who  may  be  tendered  im- 
munity by  said  committee  shall  there- 
after be  permitted  to  decline  to  testify 
on  the  g-round  that  such  testimony 
might  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade 
him.  Said  committee  shall  also  hear 
and  examine  said  Sheriff  of  the  Par- 
ish of  Jefferson  or  any  other  person 
who  may  volunteer  to  appear  before 
It. 

And  said  committee  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  from  its  organization, 
complete  its  investigations  and,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  report  its  findings  of 
fact  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. Said  committee  shall 
have  authority  to  employ  a  stenogra- 
pher, who  shall  be  paid  for  ac-

Whereas,  it  is  the  desire  of  all  that 
the  Volsttead  Act  should  be  amended 
and  modified  so  as  to  permit  the  sale 
of  light  wines  and  beer  in  wholesale 
quantities  under  proper  government 
restrictions: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  and  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurring,  that  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  be  re- 
quested to  modify  and  amend  the  so- 
called  Volstead  Act  so  as  to  permit  the 
sale  and  manufacture  of  light  wines 
and  beer  in  wholesale  quantities  under 
proper  government  restrictions. 

The  above  concurrent  resolution  was 
read. 

Reported  with  amendments  by  the 
Joint  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  Sec- 
tions A  and  B.

Reported  with  amendments  by  the 
Joint  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  Sec- 
tions "A"  and  "B". 

The   bill  was  read  by  title. 

The  Committee  amendments  were 
read  as  follows: 

.Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "and  providing'*  in 
line  No.  5.  and  substituting  therefor 
the  words  "to  provide". 

In  line  6,  after  word  "act"  change  the 
period  to  a  semicolon,  and  add  the  fol- 
lowing words  "and  to  provide  for  the 
detection,  seizure,  and  disposition  of 
illegally  held  liquors  and  apparatus". 

Amend  Section  1,  line  No.  8,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "the"  before  the 
word  "proper". 

Amend  Section  No.  3,  line  No.  14,  by 
adding  after  the  word  "act"  the  words 
"by  manufacturing,  or  having  in  pos- 
session for  sale,  or,  by  selling,  intoxi- 
cating liquors." 

In  line  No.  15.  Section  No.  3,  strike 
out  the  word  "or"  and  substitute  there- 
for the  word  "and"  change  the  period 
at  the  end  of  Section  following  the 
word  "months"  to  a  semicolon,  and  add 
the  following  "and  any  person  who 
shall  otherwise  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
fined  as  herein  above  provided,  cr, 
may  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  the 
maximum  limits  herein  above  provided, 
or,  may  be  both  fined  and  imprisoned, 
at  the  descretlon  of  the  court." 

Amend  Section  No.  5,  line  No.  8,  by 
striking  out  the  word  "and"  before  the 
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word  "apparently"  and  substituting 
therefor  the  word  "or  which". 

In  line  No.  19,  Section  No.  5,  after 
the  word  "manufacture"  add  the  words 
"or  sale"  placing:  a  comma  after  "man- 
ufacture" and  after  "sale". 

In  line  No.  25,  Section  5,  after  the 
word  "and"  add  the  words  "liquors,  or 
property  so  seized". 

Section  6,  line  No.  7,  after  the  word 
"seized"  add  the  words  "if  held  by  the 
court  to  have  been  illegally  trans- 
ported". 

Section  7.  amend  by  striking  out  the 
first  paragraph,  lines  10  to  14  Inclus- 
ive, on  the  third  page  of  the  bill,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  after  the 
words  "Sec.  7"  the  following.  "That 
fifty  percentum  of  the  fines  collected 
from  convictions  for  violations  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Parish 
Treasury,  and  the  whole  or  any  part 
thereof  may  be  appropriated  t9  the 
Sheriff's  salary  fund,  "to  be  disb'ursed 
according  to  law;  provided  that  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  District  At- 
torney and  the  order  of  the  Judge,  the 
Police  Jury  shall  appropriate  such  a 
part  thereof  as  may  be  directed  by 
such  order,  to  the  Sheriff's  salary 
fund". 

Amend  Section  8,  line  No.  21,  after 
the  word  "called"  add  the  words  "as 
defined  by  Federal  Legislation". 

In  line  No.  25,  Section  8,  page  3  of 
the  bill,  strike  out  the  word  "betters" 
and  substitute  therefor  the  word 
"servants".  And  in  Sec.  8,  line  23, 
after  the  word  "beverage"  change  the 
period  to  a  comma  and  add  the  words: 
"All  as  defined  by  Federal  Legisla- 
tion". 

Section  10.  line  No.  2,  fill  in  blank 
after  the  word  "approved"  by  adding 
"July  9th,  1915".

Whereas,  there  exist  current  and 
persistent  reports  seriously  reflecting 
upon  the  official  integrity  of  the 
SherifC  of  the  Parish  of  Jefferson, 
which  reports,  if  founded  upon  fact, 
would  make  it  appear  that  general 
disregard  for  the  law  is  and  for  months 
has  been  rampant  and  uncontrolled  in 
said  parish,  to  the  discrecyt  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  and  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  and  because  of  the  indiffer- 
ence, neglect,  incompetency,  and  in- 
efficiency of  said  Sheriff;  therefore.

neglect  properly  to  discharge  and  per- 
form his  duties,  whether  such  acts 
amount  to  nonfeasance,  malfeasance 
or  misfeasance  in  office;  and  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  sit,  if  it  so 
choose,  outside  the  state  capitol;  to 
summon    and    compel    the    attendance 
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and  testimony  of  witnesses,  to  direct 
and  compel  the  production  and  exiii()i- 
tion  of  objects  or  articles  that  ir  may 
deem  necessary  as  physical  eviJonce. 
and,  in  its  discretion,  to  grant  im- 
munity to  a  witness  or  witnesses,  in 
that  no  testimony  given  by  such  wit- 
ness or  witnesses  shall  thereafter  be 
used  against  such  witness  or  wit- 
nesses in  any  criminal  prosecution; 
provided,  that  such  immunity  shall 
not  extend  to  a  trial  on  charge  of 
perjury;  provided,  further,  that  no 
witness  who  may  be  tendered  im- 
munity by  said  committee  shall  tnere- 
after  be  permitted  to  decline  to  ».esvify 
on  the  ground  that  such  Lesclmony 
might  tend  to  incriminate  or  cifjgra-.ie 
him.  Said  committee  shall  also  hear 
and  examine  said  Sheriff  of  the  Par- 
ish of  Jefferson  or  any  other  person 
who  may  volunteer  to  appear  before 
it. 

And  said  committee  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  its  organization, 
complete  its  investigations  and,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  report  its  findings  of 
fact  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. Said  committee  shall  have 
authority  to  employ  a  stenographer, 
who  shall  be  paid  for  actual  time 
engaged  in  the  taking  and  transcribing 
of  testimony,  and  said  committee  shall  i 
be,  together  with  said  stenographer, 
allowed  any  actual  expenses  incurred 
by  reason  of  service  outside  the  state 
capitol,  such  expenses  to  be  pro  rated 
between  the  two  Houses  in  the  pro- 
portion of  two-fifths  (2-5)  by  the  Sen- 
ate and  three-fifths  (3-5)  by  the  House 
of  Representatives,  upon  the  approval 
of  the  chairman  of  said  committee,  who 
shall  be  selected  by  the  committee  at 
its  first  meeting.

EXPLANATIONS  OF  VOTE  ON  SEN- 
ATE BILL  NO.  11,  BY  MR.  HOOD, 
AND  SENATE  CONCURRENT 
RESOLUTION    NO.    5,    BY 
MR.   PaOWELL. 

By  Mr.  A.  R.  Johnson: 

Mr.  President: — I  am  fully  aware  of 
the  fact  that  many  of  my  best  friends 
entertain  opinions  on  the  question  of 
prohibition  at  variance  with  my  own. 
Some  would  prohibit  the  dispensing  of 
wines  and  beer  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses; they  would  even  tighten  the 
Volstead  Act,  and  thus  prevent  al- 
together the  drinking  of  wines  and 
beer. 

On  the  contrary,  I  am  of  opinion 
that -therein  lies  the  fundaimental  rea- 
son why  the  prohibition  law  is  today 
being  violated  with  impunity  by  all 
classes  of  our  citizens.  If  this  great 
percentage  of  people  are  given  the 
privilege  of  drinking  light  wines  and 
beer     under     strict     government     and 
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state  supervision,  the  question,  in  my 
mind,  would  solve  itself. 

It  is  impossible  to  enforce  an  un- 
popular law.  We  undertake  to  say  that 
but  few  people  in  this  State  would 
stand,  for  one  moment,  for  a  return  of 
the  saloon;  but  a  majority  of  our  citi- 
zens, and  I  believe  the  large  majority, 
have  been  guilty  of  violations  of  the 
prohibition  law  in  some  way  since  its 
adoptiom. 

I  have  the  honor  to  represent  the 
first  parish  in  this  State  that  adopted 
local  option,  and  I  have  invariably 
voted  for  it  all  my  voting  life.  How- 
ever, I  have  ever  seriously  doubted  that 
the  prohibition  of  wines  and  beer  could 
be  enforced. 

No  one  could  successfully  deny  that 
national  prohibition  has  thus  far  been 
other  than  a  failure.  Conditions  are 
growing  worse  daily.  Disregard  and 
contempt  for  the  law  is  becoming 
more  flagrant.  The  contamination  of 
the  negro  race,  which  is  in  the  ma- 
jority in  my  parish,  is  becoming  alarm- 
ing. They  are,  as  is  well  known,  the 
easy  tool  of  the  degraded  white  man. 
They  are  manufacturing  a  poisonous 
concoction,  which  they  sell,  which  is 
directly  responsible  for  the  most  shock- 
ing crimes  that  occur  daily  in  our 
country. 

Complete  prohibition  has  too  few 
adherents  to  establish  it  permanently. 
Like  steam  completely  confined,  it  be- 
comes dangerous  without  a  safety 
valve.  In  my  opinion,  the  government 
must  regulate  it  on  some  sort  of  dis- 
pensary basis  that  will  serve  as  this 
safety  valve.  The  dispensing  of  beer 
and  wines  will  serve  this  purpose.  No 
other  remedy  will  do  it. 

I  am  as  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
strict  enforcement  of  the  prohibition 
law  as  any  man,  whether  it  be  tight  or 
slack;  but  the  very  fact  that  our  sister- 
State,  Arkansas,  and  I  might  well  in- 
clude Mississippi  and  Texas,  have  as 
strong  enforcement  a-cts  on  their  stat- 
utes as  can  be  written.  Yet  I  am  re- 
liably informed  that  conditions  in  the 
first-named  State  especially  are  worse, 
if  possible,  than  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana.  My  information  is  first- 
hand because  by  parish  lies  adjacent  to 
this  Sta.te.  This  fact  strengthens  my 
conclusion  that  enforcement  must  fail 
until  you  loosen  up  the  Volstead  Act, 
as  before  stated. 

I  have  always  felt  impelled  from  a 
feeling  of  self-respect,  and  I  believe 
my  record  in  this  honorable  body  will 
fully  bear  out  this  statement,  that  I 
will  vote  and  express  freely  my  opin- 
ions on  questions  directly  affecting 
the  public  welfare;  and,  while  I  ap- 
preciate fully  the  condemnation  that 
may   fall  on   my  head  by  this  act  by 


some,  I  am  going  to  cast  my  vote  for 
the  essentials  of  this  resolution  that 
accords  with  my  views. 

By  Mr.  Domengeaux: 

I  am  as  much  opposed  to  boot- 
leggers as  the  most  consistent  prohi- 
bitionist of  this  Legislature.  I  ha^ve 
ro  sympathy  whatever  for  the  Illicit 
liquor  peddler,  but  I  do  not  believe 
that  this  liquor  legislation  should 
have  been  introduced  at  this  ex- 
traordinary session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Chief  Executive,  before  the 
opening  of  the  session,  so  expressed 
himslf,  and  I  had  certainly  hoped  that 
only  enabling  acts  to  the  new  Consti- 
tution would  have  been  introduced  at 
this  session.  This  whole  matter  is 
now  being  desperately  fought  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
Louisiana  could  have  very  patiently 
awaited  until  the  May  session  to 
enact  Volstead  enforcement  legislation, 
should  Congress  have  failed  to  pro- 
vide more  efficient  means  of  en- 
forcing the  prohibition  laws.  Again,  1 
do  not  believe  that  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana should  be  required  at  this  time  to 
execute  Federal  laws  that  the  Federal 
government  itself  has  flatly  failed  in 
enforcing. 

I  therefore  vote  "No."

Whereas,  there  exist  current  and 
persistent  reports  seriously  reflecting 
upon  the  official  integrity  of  the 
Sheriff  of  the  Parish  of  Jefferson, 
which  reports,  if  founded  upon  fact, 
would  make  it  appear  that  general 
disregard  for  the  law  is  and  for  months 
has  been  rampant  and  uncontrolled  in 
said  parish,  to  the  discredit  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  and  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  and  because  of  the  indiffer- 
ence, neglect,  incompetency,  and  in- 
efficiency of  said  Sheriff;   therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of 
Louisiana,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurring,  that  a  committee 
composed  of  five  (5)  Representatives 
to  be  named  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  be  and  is  hereby  created  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  undertake 
and  make  a  full  and  comprehensive  in- 
vestigation of  the  official  acts  of  the 
Sheriff  of  Jefferson  Parish  in  connec- 
tion with  the  currently  reported  dis- 
regrard  for  law  and  order  in  said  par- 
ish, including  any  failure,  refusal  or 
neglect  properly  to  discharge  and  per- 
form his  duties,  whether  such  acts 
amount  to  nonfeasance,  malfeasance 
or  misfeasance  in  office;  and  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  sit,  if  It  so 
choose,  outside  the  state  capitol;  to 
summon  and  compel  the  attendance 
and  testimony  of  witnesses,  to  direct 
and  compel  the  production  and  exhibi- 
tion of  objects  or  articles  that  It  may 
deem  necessary  as  physical  evidence, 
and,  in  its  discretion,  to  grant  im- 
munity to  a  witness  or  witnesses,  m 
that  no  testimony  given  by  such  wit- 
ness or  witnesses  shall  thereafter  be 
used  against  such  witness  or  wit- 
nesses in  any  criminal  prosecution; 
provided,  that  such  Immunity  shall 
not  extend  to  a  trial  on  charge  of 
perjury;  provided,  further,  that  no 
witness  who  may  be  tendered  im- 
munity by  said  committee  shall  there- 
after be  permitted  to  decline  to  testify 
on  the  ground  that  such  testimony 
might  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade 
him.  Said  committee  shall  also  hear 
and  examine  said  Sheriff  of  the  Par- 
ish of  Jefferson  or  any  other  person 
who  may  volunteer  to  appear  before 
it.  ^ 

And  said  committee  shall,  as  soon  as 
practical  after  Its  organization,  com- 
complete  its  investigations  and,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  report  its  findings  of 
fact  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. Said  committee  shall  have 
authority  to  employ  a  stenographer, 
who  shall  be  paid  for  actual  time 
engaged  in  the  taking  and  transcribing 
of  testimony,  and  sa'ld  committee  shall 
be,    together    with    said    stenographer.

flict therewith." 

Senate  Bill  No.  39 — 

By  Mr.  Couvilllon: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Leg- 
islature of  Louisiana;  That  pursuant 
to  the  authorization  under  Article  3, 
Section  37  of  the  Constitution  of  1921, 
Section  35  of  Article  7  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  1921  be  amended  and  re- 
enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  86.  Beginning  with  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  con- 
tinuing until  the  end  of  their  present 
terms,  district  Judges  shall  each  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  payable  monthly  on 
his  own  warrant.  Thereafter  district 
jUiigcs  shall  each  receive  four  thous- 
and dollars  per  annum  payable  as 
above  provided. 

The  Police  Jury  of  Caddo  Parish  may 
pay  each  of  the  Judges  of  the  First 
Judicial  District  an  additional  salary  of 
one   thousand   dollars   per   annum   un- 


til the  expiration  of  the  present  terms. 

The  District  Courts,  except  in  th« 
Parish  of  Orleans,  shall  have  ori^nai 
Jurisdiction  in  all  civil  matters  re- 
gardless of  the  amount  in  dispute,  or 
the  fund  to  be  distributed,  concur- 
rently, however,  with  Justices  of  the 
peace  in  matters  where  the  amount 
in  dispute,  or  fund  to  be  distributed^ 
Lb  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  ex- 
clusive of  interest;  and  all  cases  -where 
the  title  to  real  esstate,  or  the  right  to 
office,  or  other  public  position,  or  civil 
or  political  rights  are  involved,  and 
in  all  cases  where  no  specific  amount 
is  in  contest,  except  as  may  be  other- 
wise provided  in  this  Constitution. 
District  Courts  shall  be  courts  of  rec- 
ord, except  in  cases  where  they  have 
concurrent  Jurisdiction  with  Justices  of 
the  peace. 

They  shall  have  unlimited  and  ex- 
clusive original  Jurisdiction  in  all 
criminal  cases,  except  such  as  may  be 
vested  in  other  courts  authorized  by 
this  Constitution;  and  in  all  probate 
and  succession  matters,  and  where  the 
State,  a  parish,  municipal,  or  other 
political  corporation,  or  a  succession, 
is  a  party  defendant,  regardless  of  the 
amount  in  dispute;  and  in  all  proceed- 
ings for  the  appointment  of  receivers 
or  liquidators  to  corporations  or  part- 
nerships, and  may  require  bonds  to 
keep  the  peace. 

Senate  Bill  No.  40 —

Whereas,  the  loss  of  such  live  stock 
results  in  a  reduction  in  the  assess- 
ment of  live  stock  and  the  attendant 
loss  of  funds  to  the  State  of  Louisiana; 
and 

Whereas,  the  State  Live  Stock  San- 
itary Board  is  either  unable  or  not 
properly  equipped  to  eradicate  this 
disease;   and 

Whereas,  one  W.  S.  Fairbanks,  of 
Manifest,  La.,  claims  to  have  discov- 
ered a  cure  for  anthrax  or  charbon  and 
also  a  preventative  for  the  disease 
among  live   stock;    and 

Whereas,  his  claims  are  supported 
by  petitions  signed  by  various  citizens 
and  stock  owners  residing  in  the  Par- 
ishes of  Concordia,  Catahoula,  Ouachi- 
ta, Caldwell  and  Richland,  stating  that 
his  work  has  proven  successful  In 
practically  all  Instances;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  a  commit- 
tee of  five,  three  from  tlje  House  and 
two  from  the  Senate,  be  appointed  by 
the  presiding  officers  of  these  respec- 
tive bodies  to  examine  into  the  merits 
of  the  claims  of  the  said  Fairbanks; 
looking  toward  the  granting  by  the 
Legislature  of  a  license  or  permit  to 
the  said  Fairbanks  to  administer  his 
treatment  to  live  stock  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  and  also  toward  the  ad- 
visability of  acquiring  from  the  said 
Fairbanks  his  treatment  and  the  meth- 
od of  administering  the  same,  so  that 
it  might  be  available  to  all  owners  of 
live  stock  in  the  State. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  this  com- 
mittee be  hereby  requested  to  make  its 
investigation  without  delay  and  re- 
port back  to  the  Legislature  as  soon 
as  possible.

and  seriously  interferes  with  the  ad- 
ministration and  delays  the  final  set- 
tlement of  estates: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Legislature  of 
Louisiana,  that  Congress  be  and  it  Is 
hereby  memorialized  to  repeal  the 
Federal  Estate  Tax. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy 
of  the  foregoing  resolution  be  for- 
warded to  the  Speaker  of  the  National 
House  of  Representatives,  the  Vice- 
President,  and  the  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives from  Louisiana.

Whereas,  such  an  institution  wouli 
have  the  effect  of  physically  separat- 
ing the  Parishes  of  St.  Bernard  and 
Orleans,  if  anything  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent than  by  the  army  post  previous!}" 
maintained  by  the  War  Department; 
and 

Wheieas,  the  location  and  operation 
of  a  Quarantine  Station  in  a  populoas 
section  of  each  of  the  above-named 
parishes  will  work  great  hardship  and 
inconvenience  on  the  residents  and 
property  holders,  and  also  have  a  ten- 
dency to  retard  progress  and  develop- 
ment, thereby  causing  financial  loss;

Whereas,  the  large  business  Inter- 
ests of  three  parishes  In  the  Sta^e  will 
be  physically  affected  by  the  establish- 
ment of  the  proposed  Quarantine  Sta-

I'rom  wild  fur- bearing  animals  or  alli- 
gators of  this  State  unless  said  sever- 
ance tax  is  paid  thereon;  requiring  all 
persons  dealing  in  hides  and  skins 
taken  from  wild  fur- bearing  animals 
and  alligators  of  this  State  to  keep 
record  of  all  receipts  and  sales  of  said 
hides   and   skins   and    to   make   report 
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of  same  to  the  Department  of  Con- 
servation; to  define  trappers,  fur  deal- 
ers, fur  buyers,  resident  and  non-resi- 
dent; to  authorize  the  Department  of 
Conservation  to  adopt  rules  and  regu-

A  veteran  of 
the  World  War  should  be  allowed  to 
consult  professional  men  of  standing  of 
his  own  choosing,  particularly  those  re- 
moved from  an  atmosphere  of  a  quasi- 
public  institution  operated  by  clini- 
cians who  have  no  personal  interest 
whatsoever  in  him.  As  statistics  re- 
veal that  the  disabled  veterans  are  dis- 
inclined to  clinic  treatment,  and  about 
only  fifteen  per  cent,  avail  themselves 
of  this  use. 

Wherea's,  veterans  of  the  World  War 
gave  their  all  to  establish  peace

Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.

By  Mr.  Prowell: 

Whereas,  at  the  solicitation  of  our 
comrades,  subjects  for  rehabilitation 
due  to  Injuries  or  illness  Incidental  to 
service  in  the  World  War.  we,  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
do  respectfully  protest  against  the  in- 
stitution of  clinics  for  the  purpose  of 
rehabilitation  work;  and 

Whereas,  the  principal  reason  that 
actuates  this  protest  Is  that  It  deprives 
the  veteran  Interested  from  exercising 
his  prerogative  of  applying  to  the  pro- 
fessional source  that  in  his  Judgment 
is  best  capable  of  rendering  him  the 
most  efficient  service.  A  veteran  of 
the  World  War  should  be  allowed  to 
consult  professional  men  of  standing 
of  his  own  choosing,  particularly  th08« 
removed  from  an  atmosphere  of  a 
quasi -public  institution  operated  by 
clinicians  who  have  no  personal  Inter- 
est whatsoever  in  him.  As  statistics 
reveal  that  the  disabled  veterans  are 
disinclined  to  clinic  treatment  and 
about  only  fifteen  per  cent,  avail 
themselves  of  this  u^e. 

Whereas,  veterans  of  the  World  War 
gave  their  all  to  establish  peace 
among  the  people  of  the  earth  and  are 
entitled  to  every  consideration,  par- 
ticularly   of   restoration    to    health    of 
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mind  and  high  service  should  feel  obli- 
grated  it  with  an  eye  single  to  efficiency 
and  not  a  service  provided  in  the  in- 
terest of  economy;   therefore. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  we,  the  mem-

Whereas,  his  claims  are  supported  by 
petitions  signed  by  various  citizens 
and  stock  owners  residing  in  the  Par- 
ishes of  Concordia,  Catahoula,  Oua- 
chita, Caldwell  and  Richland,  stating 
that  his  work  has  proven  successful  in 
practically  all  instances;    therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana* 
the  SenfLce  concurring,  that  a  commit- 
tee of  five,  three  from  the  House  and

The  executive  committee  of  the 
Louisiana  branch  of  the  National 
Woman's  Party  acknowledges  receipt 
of  your  communication  of  date  October 
17th.  in  response  to  one  from  us  re- 
questing that  you  appoint  a  time  when 
you  might  receive  this-  committee  for 
an  interview. 

We  are  aware  of  the  facts  cited  by 
you  and  set-  forth  in  Sections  1  and  2 
of  Article  11  of  the  Louisiana  Consti- 
tution of  1921.  We  are  also  aware, 
however,  that  you,  as  Chief  Executive 
of  the  State,  are  responsible  to  the 
electorate  for  the  shaping  of  the  policy 
of  the  government  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana  during  your  term  of  office, 
and  that  you  have  the  right  to'  direct 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
pressing  public  problems. 

It  is  by  reason  of  our  knowledge  in 
this  regard  that  we  addressed  our 
earlier  communication  to  you,  and 
that  we  now  request  you  to  transmit 
to  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
the  protest  of  Louisiana  women  citi- 
zens and  taxpayers  against  the  failure 
of  the  Legislature  to  pass  the  Woman's 
Bill  of  Rights,  which  would  give  to 
women  the  same  rights,  privileges  and 
Immunities  under  the  law  as  men,  with 
respect   to: 

The  exercise  of  suffrage. 

Holding  of  office  or  any  position  un- 
der the  government,  either  State  or  lo- 
cal. 

Eligibility  to  examination  for  any 
position  affected  by  civil  service  regu- 
lations. 

Jury  service. 

Choice  of  domicile,  residence  and 
name. 

Acquiring,  controlling,  holding  and 
conveying  property. 

Ownership  and  control  of  labor  and 
earnings. 

Freedom   of   contract,    including  be- 
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comingr  a  imrty  in  any  capacity  to  ne- 
gotiable instruments  or  evidence  of  in- 
debtedness, or  becoming  surety  or 
guarantor. 

Becoming  parties   litigant. 

Acting  as  executors  or  administra- 
tors of  estates  of  decedants. 

Custody  and  control  of  children,  and 
control  of  earnings  and  services  of 
such  children. 

Grounds  for  divorce. 

Immunities  or  penalties  for  sex  of- 
fenses. 

Quarantine,  examination  and  treat- 
ment of  disease. 

And  in  all  other  respects. 

The  committee  expresses  dissatis- 
faction with  the  inadequacy  of  th«  sub- 
stitute measures  which,  while  pur- 
porting to  extend  equal  rights,  leave 
the  women  of  Louisiana  still  in  a  po- 
sition of  legal  inferiority  and  subjec- 
tion.

which,  when  added  to  the  crop  and

Whereas,  the  prosperity  or  adversity 
of  the  rural  producer  and  shipper  is  in- 
terlocked with  that  of  the  transporter 
of  his  commodities;  and  the  gauge  of 
the  rise  and  fall  should  be  reciprocal 
and  mutual;    therefore.

cited condition  due  to  lack  of  employ- 
ment:  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep-

Whereas,  the  prosperity  or  adversity 
of  the  rural  producer  and  shipper  is  in- 
terlocked with  that  of  the  transporter 
of  his  commodities;  and  the  gauge  of

authorize  the  Board  of  State  Engineers 
to  aid  and  assist  the  authorities  of  lo- 
cal subdivisions  In  determining  the  lo- 
cation and  proper  construction  of  local 
highways;  to  provide  generally  for  the 
construction,  improvement  and  main- 
tenance of  highways  throughout  the 
State  and  its  several  subdivisions;  to 
abolish  the  office  of  State  Highway  En- 
gineer as  created  by  Act  No.  49  of 
1910;  to  prescribe  penalties  for  the  vio- 
lation of  this  act;  and  to  repeal  laws 
that  are  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  act. 

Reported  with  amendments  by  the 
Committee  on  Public  Roads,  etc. 

The  bill  was  read  by  title. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Butler  the  com- 
mittee amendments  were  ordered 
printed  and  the  above  bill  was  re- 
turned to  the  Calendar. 

Senate  Bill  No.  87— 

By  Mr.  Doussan: 

An  act  to  carry  into  effect  Section  11 
of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Louisiana,  in  relation  to  Boards  of 
Health  and  State  medicine;  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  and  organization 
of  a  State  Board  of  Health  and 
of  parish  and  municipal  Boards  of 
Health;  to  define  the  duties,  powers 
and  authority  of  said  boards;  provide 
for  the  selection  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees  thereof  and   for.  the   fixing   of 
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the  salaries  of  the  said  officers  and 
employees  of  said  boards;  to  authorize 
the  State  Board  of  Health  to  prepare 
and  promulgate  a  sanitary  code  for  the 
State  of  Louisiana  and  fixing  penalties 
for  the  violation  of  said  code;  to  pro- 
vide for  a  general  sanitation  of  the 
State  and  a  local  sanitation  of  the  par- 
ishes and  municipalities;  to  authorize 
the  control  and  isolation  of  cases  of 
certain  communicable  diseases  and 
quarantines  against  places  and  persons 
infected  with  such  diseases;  to  repeal 
all  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  special  and 
general,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  to  provide  for  the 
transfer  to  the  boards  created  and  or- 
ganized under  thla  act  of  all  powers, 
authority,  rights,  claims,  funds  and 
property  of  the  present  Boards  of 
Health. 

Reported  by  substitute  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Health,  Quarantine,  etc. 

The  bill  was  read  by  title. 

The  Committee  substitute  was  read 
as  follows: 

Senate  Bill  No.  

By  Mr.  Doussan,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Health,  Quarantine,  etc., 
substitute  for  Senate  Bill  No.  87 — 

By  Mr.   Doussan: 

An  act  to  carry  into  effect  Section 
11  of  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  of 
Louisiana,  in  relation  to  Boards  of 
Health  and  State  medicine;  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  and  organiza- 
tion of  a  State  Board  of  Health  and 
of  Parish  and  Municipal  Boards  of 
Health;  to  define  the  duties,  powers, 
and  authority  of  said  Boards;  to  pro- 
vide for  the  selection  of  officers  and 
employees  thereof  and  /or  the  fixing 
of  the  salaries  of  the  said  officers  and 
employees  of  said  Boards;  to  author- 
ize the  State  Board  of  Health  to  pre- 
pare and  promulgate  a  sanitary  code 
€or  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  fixing 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  said  code; 
to  provide  for  a  general  sanitation  of 
the  Parishes  and  Municipalities;  to  au- 
thorize the  control  and  isolation  of 
cases  of  certain  communicable  diseases 
and  quarantines  against  places  and 
persons  infected  with  such  diseases;  to 
repeal  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  spe- 
cial and  general,  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to  provide 
for  the  transfer  to  the  Boards  created 
and  organized  under  this  Act  of  all 
powers,  authority,  rights,  claims,  funds 
and  property  of  the  present  Boards 
of  Health. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
Legislature  of  Louisiana;  That  a  State 
Board  of  Health  for  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana is  hereby  created  and  estab- 
lished, to  be  composed  of  a  president 
and  eight  members,  one  member  from 
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each  congrresslonal  district  as  at  pres- 
ent constituted.  The  said  Board  shall 
be  ofTicially  designated  and  known  as 
the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health 
and  its  domicile  is  hereby  fixed  in  the 
City  of  New  Orleans. 

Section  2.  The  president  and  Ave 
(5)  members  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health  shall  be  legally  and 
registered  physicians,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  graduates  of  some  recognized  col- 
lege of  medicine  and  shall  have  prac- 
ticed their  prSfession  or  been  engaged 
in  health  work  for  ten  (10)  years  pre- 
ceding their  appointment;  one  of  the 
members  shall  be  a  duly  qualified  and 
registered  doctor  of  dental  surgery 
with  at  least  ten  (10)  years  practical 
experience  in  his  profession;  one  other 
member  shall  be  an  educator,  con- 
nected with  the  Public  School  system 
of  the  State  and  shall  have  been  en- 
gaged in  educational  work  for  ten  (10) 
years  preceding  his  or  her  appoint- 
ment; one  other  member  shall  be  a 
registered  druggist  of  ten  (10)  years 
practical  experience. 

The  Governor  shall,  by  and  with  the 
consent  and  advice  of  the  Senate,  ap- 
point the  president  and  members  of 
the  said  State  Board  of  Health.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  president  and  the 
members  of  the  Louisiana  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  be  for  seven  years,  ex- 
cepting in  the  case  of  the  members  of 
the  flrst  Board  to  be  appointed  under 
this  Act.  Of  the  members  of  the  flrst 
said  Board  the  terms  of  the  first  two 
(2)  to  be  appointed  shall  expire  on 
August  29,  1923  (August  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty -three); 
the  terms  of  (he  next  three  to  be  ap- 
pointed shall  expire  on  August  29,  1926 
(August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five);  the  terms  of 
the  next  three  to  be  appointed  shall 
expire  August  29,  1927  (August  twen- 
ty-ninth, nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven).  The  term  of  the  present  presi- 
dent of  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
Health  shall  expire  August  29,  1926 
(August  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-fiive). 

In  case  of  vacancy  caused  by  resig- 
nation, death,  removal  from  office  or 
otherwise  then  by  expiry  of  term  ap- 
pointments of  both  the  president  and 
members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
shall  be  for  the  unexpired  part  of  the 
term. 

The  president  and  members  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
be  commissioned  and  shall  qualify  in 
the  manner  provided  hy  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Laws  of  the  State  of  Louis- 
iana for  all  other  officers  of  the  State. 

Section  3.  At  any  meeting  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health,  five 


members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
transact  business.  The  Board  shall 
meet  every  three  months  or  at  the  call 
of  the  president  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

All  members  of  said  Board  shall  re- 
ceive ten  dollars  ($10.00)  per  day  for 
each  day,  or  fraction  thereof,  they  may 
be  actually  present  at,  and  in  attend- 
ance upon  any  meeting  of  said  Bocurd; 
members  of  the  said  Board  who  do  not 
reside  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans, 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  ten  dollars 
($10.00)  per  day  for  attendance  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  receive  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  day,  or  fraction  thereof, 
consumed  in  going  to,  and  coming  from 
the  said  Board  meetings,  and  also  five 
cents  (.05)  per  mile  mileage,  for  every 
mile  actually  travelled  in  going  to  or 
coming  from  said  meetings  by  the  most 
direct  route  of  transportation  from  the 
places  of  their  respective  residences  to 
and  from  the  place  of  meetings  of  said 
Board.  The  per  diem  of  all  members 
and  the  mileage  of  members  residing 
outside  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Board  by  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Board,  on  the  voucher  of  the 
member,  approved  by  the  President  of 
the  Board. 

Section  4.  The  President  shall  be 
the  executive  officer  of  the  Board  with 
the  title  of  State  Health  Officer,  and 
he  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  all 
orders  and  warrants  as  provided  in  this 
Act  and  shall  take  all  necessary  steps 
to  execute  the  sanitary  law  of  the 
State,  and  to  carry  out  the  rules,  ordi* 
nances  and  regulations  of  the  Board 
made  thereunder;  and  he  may  in  his 
discretion  call  special  meetings  of  the 
Board  whenever  In  his  opinion  an 
emergency  shall  require  it;  provided, 
that  in  all  cases  where  three  or  more 
members  shall  make  such  request  in 
writing,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  con- 
vene said  Board  in  special  meetings. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties 
heretofore  prescribed  by  existing  laws, 
and  not  abrogated  by  this  Act.  the 
president  shall  have  the  power  after 
adjournment  of  the  Board,  and  dur- 
ing  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
meetings  of  the  Board,  and  when  the 
Board  is  not  in  session,  to  issue  or- 
ders and  warrants,  and  to  take  all 
necessary  steps  to  execute  the  sanitary 
law  of  the  State  and  to  carry  out  the 
rules,  ordinances  and  regulations  made 
thc^reunder. 

The  power  to  issue  warrants  is  here* 
by  granted  to  the  President  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health  to  be 
used  solely  and  only  to  the  end  of 
arresting  and  preventing  epidemics  and 
abating  an  imminent  menace  to  the 
Public  Health. 
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The  salary  of  the  President  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health  is 
hereby  fixed  at  six  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  ($6,000.00  per  annum);  the 
said  salary  to  be  paid  monthly  out  of 
the  funds  of  said  Board. 

The  Board  shall  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  Vice-President,  who  shall  act 
as  President  in  the  absence  or  inability 
of  the  President,  to  serve  in  such  ca- 
pacity; and  the  Vice-President  shall 
receive  as  compensation  the  same  per 
diem  and  mileage  as  provided  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  when  attending 
meetings. 

Section  5.     At  its  first  meeting  after 
the  promulgation  of  this  Act,  the  Lou- 
isiana   State    Board    of    Health    shall 
elect  a   suitable   person,   who  shall   be 
other    than    a    member    of    the    Board 
to   be    Secretary    and    Treasurer,    who 
shall      receive    an    annual    salary      of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars   (12500.00) 
to  be  paid   monthly  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  Board.     He  shall  serve  for  four 
years   from    the   date   of  his   election; 
his     successors      shall      similarly      be 
elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  and 
be  paid  the   same  salary  in  the  same 
manner.     The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health 
shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Board.     He  shall  give  bond  to  the 
State  of  Louisiana  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance   of    his    duty,    and    in    such 
sum  and  with  such  surety  thereon  as 
shall    be    fixed    and    approved    by    the 
Board.     The  duties  and  powers  of  said 
Secretary -Treasurer  shall  be  those  in- 
cident to  like  officers  in  similar  cor- 
porations, and  also  such  other  powers 
and   duties    as   are   prescribed   by   the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  The  State  Board  of  Health 
shaU  have  the  powers,  authority  and 
jurisdiction  now  possessed  by  the  ex- 
isting Louisiana  State  B«ard  of  Health 
under  laws  now  in  force,  excepting  in 
so  far  as  modified  and  changed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act 

Said  Board  shall  have  exclusive  Juri- 
dictlon,  control  and  authority  over 
maritime  quarantine  and  water  sup- 
plies and  waste  disposal,  within  the 
State,  as  now  provided  by  existing 
laws  of  State  or  as  may  be  hereafter 
provided.  Said  Board  shall  have 
supervisory  power  over  land  quaran- 
tine, and  over  the  care  and  control  of 
communicable  disease  within  the  State, 
in  order  to  accomplish  the  subsidence 
and  suppression  therof  and  to  prevent 
the  spread   of   same. 

Said  Board  shall  prepare,  or  cause 
to  be  prepared,  a  Sanitary  Code  for 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  which  code 
shall  contain  and  provide  rules,  regu- 
lations and  ordinances  of  a  general  as 
well  as  a  specific  nature  for  the  Im- 
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provement  and  amelioration  of  the  hy- 
gienic and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
State.  On  the  adoption  of  said  code 
by  the  Board  it  shall  be  promulgated  in 
the  manner  provided  for  the  promul- 
gation of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana  and  it  shall  be  printed  and 
published  at  the  expense  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  pamphlet  form  in 
such  number  of  copies  as  may  be 
necessary  for  distribution  for  inform- 
ation of  health  bodies,  health  and  sani- 
tary officers  and  the  public  generally. 
Said  code  shall  cover  and  provide 
specially  for  land  and  maritime  quar- 
antine regulations;  the  supervision  of 
water  supplies,  slaughter  houses  and 
cold  storage  plants  and  of  the  dis- 
posal of  waste;  the  reporting,  care 
and  management  of  cases  of  communi- 
cable diseases;  it  shall  regulate  the 
manner  of  keeping  and  reporting  and 
tabulating  vital  and  mortuary  statis- 
tics in  addition  to  that  already  pro- 
vided for;  it  shall  provide  for  affording 
facilities  for  vaccination;  it  shall  regu- 
late the  carriage  and  transportation  of 
persons,  freight  and  dead  bodies 
brought  into  the  State  or  transported 
through  or  in  the  State,  insofar  as  the 
same  may  effect  public  health;  it  shall 
provide  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  in  regard  to  the  adul- 
teration or  misbranding  of  articles  in- 
tended for  human  food  or  consump- 
tion; it  shall  provide  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  meats,  milk,  coal  oil  and  other 
articles  affecting  public  safety,  and 
said  code  shall  contain  general  rules  in 
regard  to  such  public  health,  and  sani- 
tary and  hygienic  subjects,  as  cannot 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  be  sufficiently  regu- 
lated  by   the   local   Boards 

Section  7.  Any  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision, article  or  regulation  of  said  code 
shall  constitute  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  in  a  court  of  com- 
petent Juridiction  the  offender  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  (-10.00) 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  or 
be  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  twenty 
days,  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  for  the  first  offense;  and  for  the 
second  offense  he  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars  (»$50.00)  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  less 
than  twenty  days  nor  for  more  than 
sixty  days,  or  both  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court;  and  for  the  third,  offense 
he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  or 
be  imprisoned  for  not  less  than  sixty 
days  nor  for  more  than  six  months, 
or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  8.  The  said  Board  shall  have 
the    power    to    apolnt    inspectors    and

other  necessary  officers  and  employees 
on  recommendation  of  the  State  Health 
OfClcer,  and  to  fix  the  salaries  of  such 
appointes. 

Section  9.  All  inspectors,  officers 
and  employees  of  the  said  Board  shall 
have  power  to  arrest,  without  war- 
rant, all  persons  violating  the  provis- 
ions of  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the 
said  Board,  or  any  article  or  provision 
of  the  Sanitary  Code,  when  such  viola- 
tion has  occured  within  the  sight, 
view  or  personal  knowledge  of  said  in- 
spector, officer  or  employee;  and  in  all 
cases  where  said  violation  may  not 
have  occurred  within  the  sight,  view 
or  personal  knowledge  of  said  inspect- 
or, officer  or  employee,  said  function- 
ary shall  have  only  the  right  to  ar- 
rest in  execution  of  a  warrant  duly 
issued  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act,  or  by  a  competent 
Judicial  authority.  It  is  hereby  made 
the  duty  of  all  sheriffs  and  their  dep- 
uties, constables  and  their  deputies, 
police  officers  of  towns,  villages  and 
cities,  and  all  other  peace  officers,  to 
aid  and  assist  in  the  arrest  and  the 
apprehension  of  all  persons  violating 
the  articles  of  the  Sanitary  Code  or 
any  rule  or  regulation  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  sheriffs,  constables,  dep- 
uties and  police  to  themselves  arrest 
and  apprehend  all  offenders  commit- 
ting such  offenses  in  their  view  or 
sight,  or  within  their  personal  knowl- 
edge. 

The  President  and  Members  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  every  per- 
son duly  authorized  by  said  Board, 
may,  without  fear  or  hindrance,  enter/ 
examine  and  inspect  all  grounds,  erec- 
tions, structures,  public  buildings  and 
places  in  execution  of  a  warrant  is- 
sued in  accordance  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana. 

Section  10.  The  said  Board  shall  at 
all  times  keep  in  readiness  one  or 
more  medical  inspectors  and  nurses, 
medicines,  clothing,  bedding,  appli- 
ances, tents  and  other  paraphernalia 
so  as  to  repair  to  any  place  in  the 
State  that  applies  to  it,  when  deemed 
necessary  by  said  Board  or  upon  the 
outbreak  of  communicable  diseases 
with  the  view  of  stamping  out  the 
same.  An  annual  appropriation  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00),  ofr  as 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
shall  be  made  by  the  said  Board  to 
maintain  this  First  Help.  The  local 
authorities  shall  keep  up  the  work  at 
their  own  expense  after  it  has  been' 
started,  provided  their  funds  will  so 
permit. 

Section  11.     Each  and  every  Parish 
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in  the  State  shall  establish  and  organ- 
ize Parish  Boards  of  Health  in  the 
manner  following:  The  Police  Jur>' 
of  each  Parish  shall  immediately  after 
the  promulgation  of  this  Act  and  here- 
after not  later  than  the  third  regular 
meeting  in  the  new  Police  Jury  term, 
elect  and  appoint  a  Parish  Board  of 
Health  to  consist  of  five  members. 
Said  Board  shall  be  composed  where 
practicable  of  three  duly  licensed  and 
registered  physicians,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  as  Chair- 
man of  said  Board;  and  one  person 
engaged  In  educational  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  Public  School  sys- 
tem of  the  Parish;  and  one  other  per- 
son elected  without  limitation  as  to 
his  or  her  profession  or  vocation.  Said 
persons  when  so  appointed  or  elected 
shall  constitute  the  Parish  Board  of 
Health  and  shall  serve  for  four  years 
from  the  date  of  their  qualifications; 
provided,  that  the  term  of  no  Parish 
Board  of  Health  shall  continue  longer 
than  that  of  the  Police  Jury  or  other 
Parish  governing  authority  by  which 
it  was  appointed.  Said  Parish  Board 
of  Health  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tues- 
day after  the  commissioning  of  its 
members.  It  shall  appoint  a  Health 
Officer,  who  shall  be  a  registered  and 
licensed  physician  skilled  in  sanitary 
science,  who  shall  serve  in  said  ca- 
pacity, exercise  the  powers  and  per- 
form the  duties  usual  and  Incident  to 
such  office.  Said  Health  Officer  shall 
have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  issue  all  orders  and  warrants 
as  provided  herein,  and  to  take  all 
necessary  steps  to  execute  the  sanitary 
laws  of  the  State  under  the  State 
Health  Officer,  and  to  carry  out  the 
rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  of 
tht  State  and  Parish  Board  of  Health 
made  thereunder. 

The  power  to  Issue  warrants  is  here- 
by granted  to  the  Parish  Health  Of- 
ficer to  be  used  solely  and  only  to  the 
end  of  arresting  and  preventing  epi- 
demics and  abating  an  imminent  men- 
ace to  the  Public  Health. 

The  Board  shall  appoint  necessary 
assistants  and  Inspectors  to  serve  un- 
der the  Parish  Health  Officer.  The 
salary  of  the  Parish  Health  Officer 
and  the  said  assistants  and  inspectors 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Police  Jury 
or  other  governing  body  of  the  Parish, 
and  paid  by  the  Parish.  The  Secre- 
tary of  the  Police  Jury  of  the  respec- 
tive Parishes  shall  be  ex -officio  sec- 
retary of  the  Parish  Board  of  Health. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Police  Jury  of  the 
respective  Parishes  shall  be  ex-officio 
Treasurer  of  the  Parish  Board  of 
Health. 
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In  the  event  of  the  failure,  refusal 
or  neglect  of  the  Police  Jury  of  any 
Parish  to  elect  or  appoint  a  Parish 
Board  of  Health  within  sixty  days 
after  the  promulgation  of  this  Act, 
or.  hereafter,  should  any  Police  Jury 
fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  appoint,  or 
elect  a  Parish  Board  of  Health  within 
thirty  days  after  the  second  regular 
meeting  in  the  new  Police  Jury  term, 
such  Parish  Board  of  Health  as  here- 
in provided  for  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  State  Health  Officer  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health,  and,  when  so  ap- 
pointed shall  possess  all  authority  and 
power  as  though  appointed  and  elect- 
ed by  the  Police  Jury. 

The  said  Parish  Health  Officer  and 
members  of  the  Parish  Board  of 
Health  and  every  person  duly  author- 
ized by  said  Board  may,  without  fear 
or  hindrance,  enter,  examine  and  in- 
spect all  grounds,  erections,  structure^, 
public  buildings  and  places  in  execu- 
tion of  a  warrant  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Section  12.  The  Boards  of  Health 
of  two  or  more  Parishes  may,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  of  the  Police  Juries  of 
said  Parishes,  organize  a  health  dis- 
trict to  be  composed  of  the  respective 
Parishes.  In  lieu  of  one  Health  Of- 
ficer in  each  of  the  said  Parishes,  the 
Boards  of  Health  of  the  said  Parishes 
may  Jointly  elect  and  employ  a  health 
officer  whose  Jurisdiction,  powers  and 
duties  in  said  district  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  Jurisdiction,  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Parish  Health  Officer  as 
prescribed  in  this  Act.  The  Parishes 
composing  such  Health  District  shall 
jointly  pay  the  salary  of  the  said  dis- 
trict Health  Officer. 

Section  13.  The  Council  or  Legis- 
lative Body  of  each  and  every  mu- 
nicipality in  the  State  shall  establish 
and  organize  a  municipal  Board  of 
Health  in  the  manner  following: 

The  said  Council  or  Legislative 
Body,  on  the  expiration  of  the  term 
0*  office  for  which  existing  municipal 
Boards  of  Health  have  been  elected 
or  appointed,  or  where  no  such  Boards 
have  been  elected  or  appointed,  shall, 
Immediately  after  the  promulgation  of 
this  Act,  elect  or  appoint  Ave  persons* 
to  be  members  of  the  municipal  Board 
of  Health,  three  of  whom,  where  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  duly  registered  and 
iUcensed  pfiysicians,  one  fpersons  a 
niember  of  the  municipal  government 
and  one  person  without  limitation  as 
to  his  or  her  vocation,  occupation  or 
profession.  Said  persons  when  so  ap- 
pointed or  elected  shall  constitute  the 
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Municipal  Board  of  Health  and  shall 
serve  for  a  term  coequal  to  that  of 
the  governing  body  which  appointed 
or  elected  them. 

In  the  event  of  the  failure,  refusal 
or  neglect  of  the  Council  or  Legis- 
lative Body  of  any  Incorporated  Mu- 
nicipal Government  to  elect  or  appoint 
a  Municipal  Board  of  Health  within 
sixty  days  after  the  promulgation  of 
thla  Act,  or,,  hereafter,  should  the 
Council  or  the  Legislative  Body  of 
any  municipality  fail,  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  appoint  or  elect  a  Municipal 
Board  of  Health  within  thirty  days 
after  the  third  regular  meeting  after 
such  Council  or  Legislative  Body  is 
inducted  into  office  such  Municipal 
Board  of  Health  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  State  Health  Officer  subject  to  the 
a.pproval  of  the  Louisiana  State  Board 
of  Health,  and,  when  so  appointed, 
shall  possess  all  the  authority  and 
power  as  though  appointed  and  elected 
by  the  Council  or  Legislative  Body. 

Said  Municipal  Boards  of  Health 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  commissioning  of  their  members* 
and  shall  elect  a  chairman,  who  shall 
be  a  licensed  and  duly  registered  phy- 
sician who  shall  be  the  Health  Officer 
of  the  Municipality,  who  shall  serve 
in  said  capacity,  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  usual  and  in- 
cident to  such  officers  in  similar  or- 
ganizations. The  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Municipal  Board  of  Health 
and  every  person  duly  authorized  by 
said  Board  may,  without  fear  or  hind- 
rance enter,  examine  and  inspect  all 
grounds,  erections,  structures,  public 
buildings  and  places  in  execution  of  a 
warrant  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

The  Chairman  shall  receive  such  an- 
nual salary  as  the  Board  of  Health 
of  said  Municipality  may  fix  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Council  or 
Legislative  Body  of  said  Municipality. 
The  power  to  issue  warrants  is  here- 
by granted  to  the  Chairman  of  said 
Municipal  Boards  of  Health  to  be  used 
solely  and  only  to  the  end  of  arresting 
and  preventing  epidemics  and  abating 
an  Imminent  menace  to  the  public 
health. 

The  said  Municipal  Boards  of  Health 
«hall  have  the  power  to  appoint  the 
noct'Stary  assistants  to  the  Health  Of- 
ficoi",  and  sanitary  Insi.^octors.  and  to 
prrscribe  the  duties  and  fix  the  sal- 
aries   thereof. 

Xo  member  of  said  Boards  of  Health, 
whether  Parish  or  Municipal,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Chairman  and  Health 
Officer,  shall  receive  any  pay  or  emolu- 
ments in  any  way  for  services  rendered 
as  a  Member  of  the  Board. 
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Section  14.  The  Police  Jury  of  each 
Parish  and  the  Council  or  Legrislative 
Body  of  each  Municipality  shall  pro- 
vide ample  means  for  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  said  Boards  of  Health 
and  for  the  promotion  and  conserva- 
tion oi  the  Public  Health. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  Parish  or  District  Health 
Officers  from  acting  as  Chairman  of 
local  Boards  of  Health  within  their 
Parish  or  district. 

Section  15.  Said  Parish  and  Mu- 
nicipal Boards  of  Health  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  pass  strictly 
local  health  and  sanitary  ordinances, 
for  defining  and  abating  nuisances 
dangerous  to  the  public  health;  to 
regulate  drainage  and  ventilation  with 
reference  to  human  habitation  and 
places  of  business  and  public  resort; 
to  regulate  the  carrying  on  of  trade 
and  business  injurious  to  public 
health;  for  the  disposition  of  fecal 
matter  and  garbage  and  waste;  to  reg- 
ulate the  erection  of  buildings  with 
due  regard  to  the  filling  of  lots  and 
the  grading  thereof,  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  buildings,  for  the  vacation  and 
demolishing  of  buildings  when  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  public  health; 
and  generally  to  pass  and  inforce  all 
health  and  sanitary  ordinances  neces- 
sary and  incident  to  the  proper  iocal 
sariitation  of  the  parish  or  mun'cl- 
pailty  in  which  they  exercise  their 
powers;  provided  said  rules,  ordi- 
nance^?  and  regulations  do  not  con- 
filct  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Sanitary  Code  or  of  the  Louisiana 
Stat^  Board  of  Health. 

All  said  boards  shall  act  under  the 
supervision  and  advice  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  shall  pass  no 
ordinance  in  conflict  or  inconsistent 
with  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  but  shall  in  all  health 
and  sanitary  measures  which  they  may 
adopt,  be  auxiliary  to  and  act  in  har- 
mony with  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  shall  make  such  reports  monthly 
to  said  State  Board  of  Health  and  fur- 
nish such  other  information  as  the 
State  Board  of  Health  may  require, 
the  information  therein  to  be  tabu- 
lated and  embodied  in  the  biennial  re- 
port of  the  State  Board. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  this  Act 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  to  entrust  full 
power  and  authority  to  nuch  local 
Boards  to  establish,  control  and  ad- 
minister all  matters  of  strictly  and 
purely  local  sanitation,  not  affecting 
other  portions  of  the  State,  provided 
that  no  person  shall  be  subjected  to 
any  medical  examination  of  any  nature 
or  kind  or  be  confined  In  any  institu- 
tion   unless    ordered    by   the   Judge   of  I 


the  Parish  or  municipality  in  li^hicb 
such  person  is  arrested,  except iner  "when 
such  person  is  infected  or  suspected  of 
being  infected  with  smallpox,  Asiatic 
Cholera,  yellow  fever.  Leprosy  or  Bu- 
bonic Plague. 

No  local  Board  of  Health  in  the  State 
shall  have  power  to  establish  quaran- 
tines except  with  the  approval  of  the 
State  Health  Officer  previously  ob- 
tained and  cooperation  of  the  coun- 
cils of  municipalities  and  the  Police 
Juries.  The  State  Board  of  Health 
shall  have  supervisory  power  over  all 
local  quarantines  so  established. 

All  necessary  expenses,  costs  and 
charges  of  local  sanitation  shall  be 
borne  by  the  district,  parish  or  mu- 
nicipality in  which  the  local  board 
shall  be  established,  and  in  case  the 
authorities  thereof  shall  refuse  to 
budget  for,  appropriate  or  pay  for  the 
same,  the  local  boards,  or  the  State 
Health  Officer,  shall  have  the  right 
to  the  writ  of  mandamus  before  a 
court  of  competent  Jurisdiction  to  com- 
pel the  proper  action  by  said  district, 
parish  or  municipal  authority. 

Section   16.     In   the   event   that    any 
case  of  a  communicable  disease   shall 
be  reported  to,  or  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  any  local  board  or  health    of- 
ficer, the  local  board  or  health  officer 
shall  immediately  Isolate  the  same  an^ 
communicate  the  fact  by  the  most  ex- 
peditious means  at  hand  to  the  Louis* 
iana  State   Board   of  Health,    together 
with  the  information  as  to  what  steps 
have   been   taken   to   isolate   and   care 
for  the  same;  and  said  board  of  health 
or   health   officer   shall,   from    time    to 
time,  communicate  the  progress  of  the 
case     and     disease    to    the    Louisiana 
State  Board  of  Health.     On  receipt  of 
such   information    by   the   said    Louis- 
iana State  Board  of  Health,  the  State 
Health   Officer   shall,   if  he   deem    the 
emergency    sufficient    and    nece88a.ry, 
send  an  expert  physician,  to  be  selected 
by  him,  to  examine  and  diagnose    the 
disease;    and   if,   on  such   examination 
and  diagnosis,  the  expert  shall  declare 
the    case    to    be    one    of    obnoxious    or 
communicable  nature,  liable  to  spread, 
or  to  become  dangerous  to  the  general 
public   health   of   the    State,   the   Lou- 
isiana State  Board  of  Health,  or  State 
Health  Officer,  shall  instruct  the  health 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Health  of   the 
parish  or  municipality  as  to  what  ad- 
ditional  steps,   if  any,   shall   be   taken 
to    Isolate    the    case    and    prevent    the 
spread  of  the  Infection  therefrom,  and 
shall  require  that  the  local  health  of- 
ficer shall  immediately  conform  there- 
to, and  put  the  same  in  operation.     In 
the    event    that    said    local    authorities 
shall   fail   or  neglect  to  so  act  Imme- 
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diately  or  shall  fail  to  act  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Health  or  State  Health  Of- 
ticer.  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
Health  or  State  Health  Officer  shall 
cake  cnsLTge  of  the  case  and  manage 
same,  through  its  own  officers  or  em- 
ployes. All  expenses,  costs  and  charges 
incurred  in  the  management,  control 
and  supervision  in  such  cases  shall 
be  borne  and  paid'  by  the  parish,  or 
municippality  in  which  the  case  may 
be,  and  on  the  failure  of  the  parish 
or  municipality  to  reimburse  the  State 
Board  the  amount  of  its  expenditures 
incurred  in  such  cases,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  have  the  right  to  pro- 
ceed by  writ  of  mandamus  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  com- 
pel the  payment  of  the  same. 

In  case  that  any  parish  or  munici- 
pality or  any  portion  thereof,  shall 
become  infected  with  any  disease,  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  threaten  the 
spread  of  such  disease  to  the  other 
portions  of  the  State,  the  Louisiana 
State  Board  of  Health  shall  issue  its 
proclamation  declaring  the  facts  and 
ordering  such  infected  parish  or  mu- 
nicipality or  such  infected  portion  of 
any  Parish  or  municipality  in  quaran- 
tines; and  shall  order  all  local  boards 
of  health  to  quarantine  against  said 
locality;  and  shall  establish  and  pro- 
mulgate the  rules  and  regulations, 
terms  and  conditions  on  which  inter- 
course with  said  infected  locality  shall 
be  permitted;  and  shall  issue  to  the 
other  local  sanitary  authorities  in- 
structions as  to  the  measures  adopted 
in  quarantining  against  persons,  goods, 
or  other  property  coming  from  said 
infected  localities,  and  these  rules  and 
regulations,  terms  and  conditions  shall 
be  observed  and  obeyed  by  all  other 
health  authorities;  provided,  that 
should  any  other  of  the  non-infected 
portions  of  the  State  desire  to  add  to 
the  regulations  and  rules,  terms  and 
conditions  already  imposed  by  the 
State  Board,  they  may  do  so,  on  ap- 
proval of  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  State  Board  of  Health 
may  in  its  discretion,  prohibit  the  in- 
troduction into  any  infected  portion 
of  the  State  of  persons  acclimated,  un- 
acclimated  or  said  to  be  immune,  when 
in  its  Judgment  the  introduction  of 
such  persons  would  add  to  or  Increase 
the  prevalence  of  the  disease.  The 
State  Board  of  Health  shall  render  to 
the  local  boards  of  health  all  the  as- 
sistance in  its  powers  and  which  the 
condition  of  its  finances  will  permit. 

Section  17.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
In  connict  with,  inconsistent  with,  or 
superseded  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Ar;t  are  hereby  repealed,  but  all  laws, 
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or  parts  of  laws,  parish  or  municipal 
or(^inances,  State  Board  of  Health  or- 
dinances. State  or  parish  and  munici- 
pal rules  and  regulations  now  exist- 
ing and  not  in  conflict  with,  or  incon- 
sistent with  or  not  superseded  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  are  continued 
in  full  effect;  and  this  Act  shall  not 
he  construed  or  interpreted  so  as  to 
deprive  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of 
Health,  or  the  local,  parish,  or  mu- 
nicipal boards  of  health  of  any  pow- 
ers or  authorities  they  may  have  un- 
der existing  laws,  except  insofar  &.s 
these  powers  and  authorities  may  be 
modified  or  changed  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  then  only  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  modification  or  change. 

Section  18.  This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  and  be  operative  after  its  pro- 
mulgation. The  presently  existing 
State  Board  and  local  boards  of  health 
shall  turn  over  to  the  new  boards  all 
the  assets,  property,  records  or  other 
things  and  matters  now  in  their  charge 
and  keeping,  and  thereafter  the  new 
boards  shall  be  considered  as  success- 
ors in  office  to  the  old  boards,  and 
all  rights,  actions,  claims  or  things  of 
value  vested  in  or  possessed  by  the 
old  boards  shall  become  vested  in  the 
new  boards,  with  full  right  and  power 
to  hold,  prosecute  and  defend  the  same 
as  though  no  change  had  been  made 
in  said  boards.

House  Concurrent  Resolution  No. 
22— 

By  Mr.  Copellar: 

Whereas,  the  tillers  of  the  soil,  the 
agricultural  workers  of  all  kinds,  their 
neighbors  of  the  small  towns  with 
whom  they  deal  and  who  supply  their 
wants,  are  largely  dependent  upon 
railway  transportation  to  procure  that 
which  they  buy  and  to  dispose  of  that 
which  they  sell;  and, 

Whereas,  at  the  present  time  no  suf- 
ficient account  appears  to  be  taken  of 
the  effect  on  the  fortunes  of  this  great 
rural  population  of  the  good  crop  sea- 
son and  the  bad;  of  the  rise  and  fall 
in  prices  of  their  products,  so  far  as 
the  same  affects  the  price  of  trans- 
portation;  and. 

Whereas,  although,  due  either  to  bad 
seasons  or  to  low  prices,  the  rural  in- 
come is  greatly  decreased,  at  times  to 
the  point  of  bankruptcy,  there  appears 
to  be  no  sympathetic  responsive  move- 
ment downward  in  freight  rates,  con- 
stituting a  burden  and  a  condition 
which,  when  added  to  the  crop  and 
economic  disasters,  grows  intolerable 
and  economically  insupportable;  and. 

Whereas,  the  prosperity  or  adversity 
of  the  rural  producer  and  shipper  is  in- 
terlocked with  that  of  the  transporter 
of  his  commodities;  and  the  gauge  of 
the  rise  and  fall  should  be  reciprocal 
and  mutual;   therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, the  Senate  concurring, 
that  application  be  made  p.nd  is  1  ere- 
by  made  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  to  adopt  the  above  as  a 
principle  and  that,  accordingly,  it  pro- 
vide machinery  to  deal  with  shipping 
and  transportation  to  the  end  that 
when  a  considerable  rural  territory  has 
been  seriously  affected  by  either  crop 
disaster  or  economic  depression,  trans- 
portation rates  be  moderated  to  syn- 
chronize   therewith. 

Be  It  further  resolved,  that  the  Sec- 
retary  of   State   be   end   he   is   hereby 
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directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this 
resolution  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  and  to  the  several  mem- 
bers of  the  United  States  Congress 
representing  this  State  therein. 
The  concurrent  resolution  was  read 
Reported  favorably  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Railroads,  etc.

An  Act  to  amend  and  re-enact  Sec- 
tion 17  of  Act  43  of  the  General  As- 
sembly (Legislature)  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  Session  of  1902,  which  said 
act  as  amended  by  Act  No.  27  of  the 
General  Assembly  (Legislature)  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana  of  1914  is  entitled, 
"An  Act  creating  a  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Firemen's  Pension  and  Relief

statue  as  one  of  the  two  sons  of

Whereas,  it  is  fitting  that  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  of 
the  State  of  Louisiana  should,  by  the 
appointment  of  the  proper  committee, 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  this 
project;   therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  there  be 
and  is  hereby  created  a  committee  of 
five  (5)  composed  of  two  Senators  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and  three  (3)  Representatives 
to  be  appointed  'by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  who  are  di- 
rected to  investigate  thoroughly  the 
rights  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  the 
matter  of  the  presentation  of  a  statue 
or  other  proper  memorial  of  the  late 
Edward  Douglas  White  to  the  Hall  of 
Fame  at  the  National  Capitol  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  and  to  determine  the 
cost  thereof  and  report  by  appropriate 
legislation  at  the  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  conven- 
ing in  May,  1922.

Whereas,  the  commercial  prosperity 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  of  tbt 
Mississippi  Valley,  and  of  the  nation  Is 
dependent  upon  the  maintenance  of 
these  channels;  and  it  is  neceBsary 
that  certain  of  the  State's  lands  be  re- 
tained in  public  ownership  for  said 
purpose. 

And  ask  that  the  Lieutenant -Gov- 
ernor and  President  of  the  Senate  affix 
his  signature  to  the  same.

Fame  at  the  National  Capitol  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  and  to  determine  the 
cost  thereof  and  report  by  appropriate 
legislation  at  the  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  conven- 
ing in  May,  1922.

Whereas,  It  la  the  opinion  of  the 
foremost  tax  authorities  of  the  Union 
that  inheritance  taxes  should  be 
wholly  reserved  for  the  use  of  .the 
several  States,  as  shown  by  resolu- 
tions of  the  National  Tax  Conferences 
from  1907  to  the  present  time;   and 

Whereas,  inheritance  taxes  have  not 
heretofore  been  imposed  by  the  Fed- 
eral government  except  as  emergency 
measures  in  times  of  war;   and 

Whereas,  the  Federal  Estate  Tax 
now  in  force  imposes  an  unduly  heavy 
burden  of  expense  upon  the  estates  of 
deceased  persons,  in  addition  to  the 
tax  itself,  and  out  of  proportion  to  the 
revenue  received  by  the  government, 
and  seriously  interferes  with  the  ad- 
ministration and  delays  the  final  set- 
tlement of  estates:

with  the  Military  and  naval  forces  of

Whereas,  the  extension  of  this  Na- 
tional Policy  of  Governmental  aid  and 
cooperation  in  the  reclamation  and 
settlement  of  lands  that  are  now  waste 
and  unproductive  will  bring  to  Louisi- 
ana the  same  great  stimulus  to  pros- 
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perity  that  was  conferred  on  the  west 
by  the  passage  of  the  Ne  inlands 
Reclamation  Act  in  1902;  and 

Whereas,  this  bill,  known  as  the 
Borah -Bankhead  Bill,  has  the  active 
support  of  the  same  great  forces 
which  caused  the  passage  of  the  New- 
lands  Reclamation  Bill,  and  Louisiana 
being  one  of  the  States  most  to  be 
benefited  should  actively  lend  support 
to  this  bill;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Louisiana  does 
hereby  approve  of  the  principles  and 
purposes  of  Borah -Bankhead  Bill  and 
endorses  the  same.

Whereas,  subsequent  to  the  prohibi- 
tion of  bookmaking  on  race  tracks  by 
Louisiana  and  other  States,  handbook 
betting  has  become  a  pernicious  and 
demoralizing  form  of  gambling,  tempt- 
ing young  and  old  of  both  sexes,  ex- 
ercising a  corrupting  influence  over 
American  youth  and  manhood,  often 
leading  to  great  crimes  and  wrecking 
many  homes;  and 

Whereas,  the  State  of  Louisiana  has 
enacted  legislation  denouncing  hand- 
book betting  as  gambling,  punishable 
by  fine  and  imprisonment;  and 

Whereas,    enforcement   of  such   leg- 
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islation  is  rendered  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  inhibition  a«^inst  the  in- 
terstate transmission,  by  telegraph, 
telephone,  express  and  postal  service 
of  information  concerning  horse  rac- 
ing, including  entries,  form  charts, 
betting  odds,  tips  and  similar  sinister 
suggestions  essential  to  the  succesful 
operation  of  handbooks;   and 

Whereas,  the  suppression  of  this 
vice  is,  therefore,  a  national  problem, 
not  one  with  which  the  States  indi- 
vidually may  deal  successfully,  a  prob- 
lem on  all-fours  with  that  of  the 
Louisiana  Lottery,  the  destruction  of 
which  was  only  made  possible  by  Con- 
gressional action  in  1891,  denying  it 
the  use  of  the  mails  and  express  serv- 
ice for  the  transmission  of  its  tickets 
and  the  results  of  its  drawings;  and 

Whereas,  Louisiana  and  other  States 
in  which  this  evil  has  found  lodgment 
and  daily  increases  its  ramifications 
are  entitled  to  the  support  of  the  Na- 
tional Government  in  their  eftort  to 
suppress  it  for  the  protection  of  the 
weal  of  their  several  communities; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Semite  concurring,  that  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States  be  memorial- 
ized to  pass  the  act  which  has  passed 
the  National  House  of  Representatives, 
which  will  forbid  and  penalize  the 
transmission  by  telegraph,  telephone, 
mail  or  express  or  other  medium  of  in- 
terstate transportation  of  form  charts, 
entries,  betting  odds,  tips  and  other 
methods  of  suggestions;  since  it  has 
been  demonstrated  that  the  only  ef- 
fective method  of  com))ating  such  an 
evil,  as  evidenced  by  P'ederal  laws  rela- 
tive to  lotteries,  is  action  taken  by 
the  Federal  Congress. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  Secretary 
of  State  is  hereby  directed  to  imme- 
diately transmit  to  the  United  States 
Senate  and  to  the  Louisiana  delega- 
tion in  Congress  certified  copies  of 
this  resolution.

Whereas,  the  prosperity  or  adversity 
of  the  rural  producer  and  shipper  is  in- 
terlocked with  that  of  the  transporter 
of  his  commodities;  and  the  gauge  of 
the  rise  and  fall  should  be  reciprocal

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, the  Senate  concurring 
that  application  be  made  and  is  here- 
by made  to  the  Insterstate  Commerce 
Commission  to  adopt  the  above  as  a 
principle,  and  that,  accordingly,  it  pro- 
vide machinery  to  deal  with  shipping 
and  transportation  to  the  end  that 
when  a  considerable  rural  territory  has 
been  seriously  affected  by  either  crop 
disaster  or  economic  depression,  trans- 
portation rates  be  moderated  to  syn- 
chronize therewith.

bonds  against  same  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  making  mandatory  the  calling  of 
special  elections  required  therefor;

21  (as  amended): 

By  Mr.  Dymond: 

Whereas,  there  is  now  pending  be- 
fore Congress,  H.  R.  6048,  referring  to 
the  development  of  the  Agricultural  re- 
sources of  the  United  States  a»nd  the 
establishment  of  Rural  Homes  through 
Federal  and  State  cooperation,  giving 
preference  to  those  who  have  served 
with  the  Military  and  naval  forces  of 
the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  this  bill  provides  for  Gov- 
ernmental aid  in  the  Reclamation  of 
arid  and  swamp  or  overflow  lands 
throughout  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  the  State  of  Louisiana  has 
over  one-third  of  its  entire  area,  ap- 
proximately ten  million  acres,  subject 
to  drainage  or  reclamation;  and 

Whereas,  the  extension  of  this  Na- 
tional Policy  of  Governmental  aid  and 
cooperation  in  the  reclamation  and 
settlement  of  lands  that  are  now  waste 
and  unproductive  will  bring  to  Louisi- 
ana the  same  great  stimulus  to  pros- 
perity that  was  conferred  on  the  west 
by  the  passage  of  the  Newlands 
Reclamation  Act  in  1902;  and 

Whereas,  this  bill,  known  as  the 
Borah-Ba.nkhead  Bill,  has  the  active 
support  of  the  same  great  forces 
which  caused  the  passage  of  the  New- 
lands  Reclamation  Bill,  and  Louisiana 
being  one  of  the  States  most  to  be 
benefited  should  actively  lend  support 
to  this  bill;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Louisiana-  does 
hereby  approve  of  the  principles  and 
purposes  of  Borah-Bankhead  Bill  and 
endorses  the  same.

Whereas,  the  unemployment  of  mil- 
lions of  people  in  this  country  is  one  of 
the  g-ravest  questions  now  confront- 
ing the  nation;  it  being  estimated  by 
good  authorities  that  the  nation  has 
sustained  a  loss  of  six  billion  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  in  the  past  year 
on  account  of  the  unemployment  of 
these  people:  and 

Whereas,  this  condition  has  become 
so  alarming  that  the  United  States 
Government  has  called  a  conference  of 
representative  people  to  consider  ways 
and  means  of  providing  employment 
for  the  unemployed;  and  also  to  pre- 
vent further  unemployment,  loss  and 
suffering  which  have  resulted  from 
such  condition;  and 

Whereas,  the  conference  has  recom- 
mended that  the  several  States  and 
municipalities  proceed  at  the  earliest 
date  possible  to  engage  in  all  con- 
templated public  work  and  improve- 
ment which  will  furnish  employment 
to  the  people  of  the  State  and  city, 
thereby  relieving  the  unemployed  and 
preventing  further  loss  and  suffering: 
and 

Whereas,  the  conference  has  also 
recommended  that  private  industrie.s 
working  on  full  time,  should  work  their 
regular  force  part  of  the  time  so  as 
to  arrange  for  the  employment  of  those 
unemployed  also  for  a  part  of  the 
time,  in  order  to  relieve  the  above  re- 
cited condition  due  to  lack  of  employ- 
ment;   therefore. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  in  view  of 
the  conditions  of  unemployment  now 
prevailing,  that  the  State  of  Louisiana 
proceed  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
with  all  contemplated  public  work  and 
Improvements. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  on  all  contemplated  pub- 
lic works  and  improvements,  carry  out 
the  recommendations  of  the  said  con- 
ference, as  near  as  possible  by  consti- 
tuting eight  hours  as  a  day's  work, 
thereby  affording  employment  for 
greater  number  of  people;  provided 
that  this  resolution  shall  have  effect 
up  to  June  1st,  1922.

Whereas,  the  State  of  Louisiana  has 
ezi&cted  legislation  denouncing  hand- 
t>ook  l^etting  as  gambling,  punishable 
ty-y  tine  and  imprisonment;  and 

Whereas,  enforcement  of  such  leg- 
islation is  rendered  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible, by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
til  ere  is  no  inhibition  against  the  in- 
terstate transmission,  by  telegraph, 
telephone,  express  and  postal  service 
ot  information  concerning  horse  rac- 
ing", including  entries,  form  charts, 
betting  odds,  tips  and  similar  sinister 
sugrgestions  essential  to  the  successful 
operation  of  handbooks;   and 

"Whereas,  the  suppression  of  this 
vice  is,  therefore,  a  national  problem, 
not  one  with  which  the  states  indi- 
vidually may  deal  successfully,  a  prob- 
lem of  all  fours  with  that  of  the  Louis- 
iana Lottery,  the  destruction  of  which 
was  only  made  possible  by  Congres- 
sional action  in  1891,  denying  it  the 
use  of  the  mails  and  express  service 
for  the  transmission  of  its  tickets  and 
the  results  of  its  drawings;  and 

\Vhereas.  Louisiana  and  other  States 
in  which  this  evil  has  found  lodgement 
and  daily  increases  its  ramifications 
are  entitled  to  the  support  of  the  Nat- 
ional Government  in  their  effort  to 
suppress  it  for  the  protection  of  the 
weal  of  their  several  communities; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring,  that  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States  be  memorial- 
ized to  pass  the  act  which  has  passed 
the  National  House  of  Representatives, 
which  will  forbid  and  penalize  the 
transmission  by  telegraph,  telephone, 
mail  or  express  or  other  medium  of  in- 
terstate transportation  of  form  charts, 
entries,  betting  odds,  tips  and  other 
methods  of  suggestions;  since  it  has 
been  demonstrated  that  the  only  ef- 
fective method  of  combatting  such  an 
evil,  as  evidenced  by  Federal  laws  rela-

the  Federal  Congress.

House  Bill  No.  30— 

By  Mr.  Conner: 

An  act  to  prohibit  the  officials  of 
any  state  bank,  savings  bank  and  trust 
company  in  the  State  of  Louisiana 
knowingly  allowing  unsecured  over- 
drafts by  customers  of  the  bank  ex- 
ceeding a  certain  fixed  percentage  of 
the  capital  of  the  bank  and  providing 
a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  act. 

House  Bill  No.  45— 

By  Mr.  Wilkinson: 

An  act  putting  into  effect  Section  51 
of  the  Constitution  of  1921  by  fixing 
the  status  and  civil  jurisdiction  of  the 
City  Court  of  the  City  of  Shreveport, 
and  regulating  the  practice  in  and  ap- 
peals from  said  court.

PETITIONS  AND  MEMORIALS. 

On   motion   of   Mr.   Warren   the  fol- 
lowing:    communication     was     received 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal:

Hon.   Howard  B.   Warren, 

Bi'ton  Rouge,   Louisiana. 
My  Dear  Senator: 

tt  is  my  understanding  that  certain 
persons  have  been  making  the  state- 
ment that  the  Highway  Department 
has.  In  its  operations,  incurred  a 
deficit  of  from  one  hundred  thouband 
to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
varying  with  the  humor  of  the  person 
making  the  statement.  This  report 
has  been  called  to  my  attention  be- 
fore, but  I  deemed  it  best  to  ignore 
that  which  had  no  foundation  in  fact, 
and  which  evidently  was  repeated  un- 
der a  misapprehension  of  the  true 
conditions.  However,  I  am  pleased 
indeed,  followng  our  conversation  of 
some  days  ago,  to  go  into  the  matter 
fully  wtih  you. 

First,  I  wish  to  state  most  em- 
phatically that  there  is  no  deficit  in 
the  State  Highway  Department. 

The  condition  which  is  so  eagerly 
seized  upon  by  some  as  an  indication 
of  a  deficit  will  be  explained  by  the 
following: 

Our  Standard  Specifications  and 
Conditions  for  Road  and  Bridge  W^ork, 
iipproved  by  the  Federal  Government, 
and  under  which  Federal  aid  is 
granted  to  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
contains  the  following  provisions: 

"Section  66.  Partial  Payments.  At 
or  about  one  month  after  the  time  the 
work  is  begun,  and  also  thereafter  at 
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Intervals  of  not  more  than  one 
month,  so  long  as  the  work  Is 
progressing  satisfactorily,  the  State 
Highway  Engineer  of  the  Highway 
Department  of  the  Board  of  State 
Engineers  shall  cause  an  estimate  to 
be  made  of  the  amount  of  work  done 
since  commencement  or  last  esti- 
mate, as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  re- 
quested by  the  contractor,  shall  issue 
countersigned  by  the  President  of  the 
a  certificate  signed  by  himself  and 
Board  of  State  Engineers,  and  di- 
rected to  the  State  Treasurer  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  for  the  payment 
to  said  contractor  of  eighty  (80)  per 
cent,  of  the  contract  price,  as  herein- 
after specified,  of  the  amount  of 
work  done  and  estimated;  and  upon 
presentation  of  said  certificate  to  the 
State  Treasurer,  the  said  State  Treas- 
urer shall  pay  the  amount  called  fori 
by  the  Engineer's  Certificate,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  7  of  Act  49  of 
1910."     •     •     • 

The  provision  Just  above  quoted  is 
mandatory,  and  the  State  Highway 
Engineer  has  no  option  but  to  comply 
with  the  demand  of  the  contractor  for 
"progress  payments"  if  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the 
section  Just  above  quoted. 

This  necessarily  involves  the  issu- 
ance of  a  number  of  certificates 
monthly,  in  the  aggregate  calling  for 
a  considerable  amount  of  money. 

However,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases, 
the  highways  constructed  in  Louisi- 
ana, under  State  supervision,  are  paid 
for  in  part  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  before  any  Federal  funds 
become  available  for  a  given  project 
a  showing  must  be  made  to  the  Bu- 
reau of  Public  Roads  of  the  details  of 
the  expenditures  of  that  portion  of 
the  cost.  This  showing  is  made,  and 
collection  is  effected,  in  the  following 
manner: 

1st.  Concurrently  with  the  issu- 
ance of  the  State  Highway  Engineer, 
at  the  demand  of  the  contractor,  of  a 
certificate  drawn  on  the  State  Treas- 
urer, in  favor  of  the  contractor,  for 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  work 
completed  within  a  given  period,  as 
provided  in  Section  66,  quoted  above, 
the  State  Highway  Department  fills 
out  and  executes  a  "Public  Voucher 
for  Construction  and  Maintenance  of 
Roads  under  Provisions  of  the  Federal 
Aid  Roacl  Act." 

2nd.  This  document  is  forwarded 
to  the  Senior  Highway  Engineer  of 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Roads, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  New  Or- 
leans.      That    department    checks    it, 


and,  if  found  correct,  is  approved  and 
forwarded   to   the 

3rd.  District  Engrineer  of  the  Fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Fort  "Worth. 
Texas,  who,  in  turn,  if  approved,  for- 
wards to  the  Home  Office  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Public  Roads,  Washingrton,  D. 
C,  which,  in  turn,  if  found  correct, 
forwards  to  the 

4th.  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 
Washington,  D.  C,  which,  in  turn, 
makes  remittance  to  the 

5th.  State  Treasurer  of  Louisiana, 
whereupon  that  portion  of  the  cost  to 
be  borne  by  the  Federal  Government 
becomes  available  to  the  contractor. 

Briefly,  the  State  Highway  En^neer 
issues  to  the  contractor  a  certificate 
that  a  certain  sum  is  due  him.  There 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer 
a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  to  be  borne  by  the 
parish  or  the  State,  or  by  both,  as  the 
case  may  be.  The  contractor  imme- 
diately presents  this  certificate  to  the 
State  Treasurer  and  demands  pay- 
ment. He  is  informed  by  the  State 
Treasurer  that  there  is  not  sffuicient 
money  on  hand  to  enable  him  (the 
Treasurer)  to  pay  the  certificate. 

Thereupon  there  arises  the  com- 
ment that  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment is  issuing  certificates  on  the 
State  Treasurer  for  a  greater  amount 
than  it  has  to  its  credit. 

Those  who  are  prone  to  criticise 
fail  utterly  to  take  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  before  the  full  sum  of 
the  certificate  is  available  the  Federal 
funds  must  have  been  received  by  the 
State  Treasurer  from  the  authorities 
in  Washington. 

Frequently,  before  the  Federal 
voucher  passes  through  the  channels 
above  enumerated,  and  remittance  is 
made  to  our  State  Treasurer,  six 
weeks  or  more  have  elapsed,  and 
our  local  contractors  are  meanwhile 
"holding  the  bag." 

At  this  present  time,  vouchers  is- 
sued up  to  October  18,  1921,  In  ^hich 
Federal  funds  are  concerned,  are  un- 
paid to  the  extent  of  $251,510.48.  As 
will  be  readily  understood,  this  is  not 
a  defict,  but  is  due  to  the  Federal 
Government  not  remitting  to  the 
State  Treasurer  in  time  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  contractors,  who  al- 
most invariably  present  certificates 
as  soon  as  they  are  issued  to  them. 

This  condition  can  only  be  remedied 
when  the  State's  present  revenues 
for  road -building  purposes  have  been 
multiplied  many  times.  Then  there 
will  be  on  hand  a  so-called  'Ve- 
volving   fund,"   from   which   full   pay- 
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merits  to  contractors  can  be  made 
without  waiting  for  the  tedious 
though  necessary  delays  incurred  by 
the  Federal  authorities  in  refunding 
the  State  its  proportion  of  the  cost.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives concurring,  that  a  com- 
mittee of  live  be  appointed,  to  be  com- 
posed of  the  Chairman  of  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  and  two  other 
members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives and  the  Chairman  of  the  Pi- 
nance  Committee  and  one  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Senate,  which  committee

Whereas,  the  State  of  Louisiana  has 
enacted  legislation  denouncing  hand- 
book betting  as  gambling,  punishable 
by  fine  and  imprisonment;  and

public  utility,  and  that  said  bonds 
shall  not  be  a  charge  upon  the  other 
income  and  revenues  of  the  munici- 
pality and  shall  not  be  included  in 
computing  the  indebtedness  of  the  mu- 
nicipality for  the  purpose  of  any  con- 
stitutional limitation.

By  Mr.  Domengeaux: 

An  act  authorizingr  municipal  cor- 
porations (City  of  New  Orleans  ex- 
cepted), for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing, acquiring,  extending  or  improving 
any  revenue-producing  public  utility,  to 
issue  bonds  secured  exclusively,  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  by  mortgage  on  the 
lands,  buildings,  machinery  and  equip- 
ment and  by  pledge  of  the  income  and 
revenues  of  such  public  utility;  and 
providing  that  su<*h  bonds  shall  not  be 
a  charge  upon  the  other  Income  and 
revenues  of  the  municipality  and  shall 
not  be  included  in  computing .  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  municipality  for  the 
purpose  of  any  constitutional  limita- 
tion. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Leg- 
islature of  Louisiana,  that  any  muni- 
cipal corporation  of  this  State  (the  City 
of  New  Orleans  excepted),  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing,  acquiring,  extend- 
ing or  improving  any  revenue-produc- 
ing public  utility  through  its  proper 
govering  authority,  may  issue  bonds, 
secured  exclusively,  principal  and  in- 
terest, by  mortgage  on  the  lands,  build- 
ings, machinery  and  equipment  and  by 
pledge  of  the  income  and  revenues  of 
such  public  utility,  provided  such  govr 
erning  authority  shall  have  first  been 
authorized  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of 
the  duly  qualified  resident  electors  of 
the  municipality  voting  at  an  election 
held  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Section  2.     Whenever  the  governing 
authority  of  any  such   municipal  cor- 
poration shall  desire  to  issue  bonds  to 
be  secured  as  provided  in  Section  1  of 
this  act.  it  may  by  a  resolution,  adopt- 
ed by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  such  govering  authority,  order 
an    election    to    be    held    to    determine 
whether  or  not  it  Is  the  sense  of  the 
qualified  resident  electors  of  the  muni- 
cipality that  such   bonds   be  so  Issued 
and  secured.     Said  resolution  shall  set 
forth  specificlally  the  amount  of  bonds 
proposed   to   be   issued,   the  number  of 
years  they  shall  run,  the  maximum  rate 
of  interest  which   they  shall   bear,   the 
purpose    or    purposes    for    which    they 
are  to  be  issued,  and  a  particular  de- 
scription of  the  property  or  properties 
to   be   mortgaged   and   the   income  and 
revenues    of   which   are   to   be   pledged 
for    the    security    of    such    bonds,    and 
shall  designate  the  date  of  the  election 
and  the  polling  places.     Notice  of  such 
election  shall   be  given   by  publication 
for   thirty   days    in   a   newspaper   pub- 
lished in  the  municipality;   or.  if  there 


be  no  newspaper  published  in  tli« 
municipality,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished In  the  parish,  and  such  publica- 
tion for  four  successive  weeks  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  if  thirty  days  in- 
tervene between  the  first  publication 
and  the  date  of  the  election..  If  there 
be  no  newspaper  published  in  the  par- 
ish, then  such  notice  may  be  given  ^y 
posting  for  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
election  in  five  public  places  within  the 
municipality.  Such  notice  shall  em- 
brace substantially  all  matters  required 
to  be  s-ei  forth  in  the  resolution  order- 
ing the  election,  and  shall  be  signed  !>>' 
the  Mayor  or  other  chief  executive  of- 
ficer of  the  municipality. 

Section  3.  Commissioners  shall  be 
appointed  and  the  election  shall  be  held 
and  the  returns  thereof  made  to  the 
governing  authority  calling  the  elec- 
tion and  the  result  promulgated,  in  so 
far  as  practicable,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  provided  by  law  for  elections  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  secured 
by  special  taxes. 

Section  4.  The  governing  authority 
of  the  municipality  shall  furnish  the 
commissioners  of  election  with  a  list 
of  resident  electors  qualified  to  vote 
In  the  municipality,  certified  by  the 
Registrar  of  voters  of  the  parish,  and 
with  ballots,  tally  sheets,  blanks  for 
making  returns,  and  all  paraphernalia 
necessary  for  properly  holding  the  elec- 
tion.

gage and  pledge  that  the  whole  or  any 
part    of    the    property   or    funds    thus 
mortgaged  or  pledged  may  be  released 
from   the    mortgage    or    pledge    when 
bonds  secured  thereby  are  paid  in  part. 
In  case  default  be  made  in  the  pay- 
ment of  such  bonds  or  any  of  them,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  or  of  any  installment 
of  interest    thereon,    when    the    same 
shall  become  due,  the  holder  of  such 
bond  or  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  as  to 
which  there  shall  have  been  defaulted 
in   payment    of   principal    or    interest, 
may  proceed  against  the  governing  au- 
thority of  the  municipality  to  enforce 
the  pledge  of  income  and  revenues  and 
foreclose  the  mortgage  by  seizure  and 
sale  of  the  property  mortgaged,  or  do 
either  or   both,   in   like   manner   as    if 
proceeding  against  a  private  corpora- 
tion, Arm,  association  of  persons  or  in- 
dividual.

test the  legality  of  such  election,  the 
bond  issued  provided  for,  or  the  se- 
curity to  be  given;  after  which  time 
no  one  shall  have  any  right  or  cause  of 
action  to  contest  the  regrularity, 
fonnality  or  legality  of  such  election, 
bond  issue,  or  the  security  given  for 
the  same,  for  any  cause  whatever.

Gentlemen: — ^I  am  directed  by  your 
Legislative  Bureau,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  81,  Article  8, 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  following  bills  are  approved  aa 
to  construction,  dupUcation,  legality 
and  constitutionality,  to-wit: 

The  members  of  trie  Legislative  Bu- 
reau return  herewith  House  Bill  No. 
55,  by  Mr.  Wilkinson,  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  said  bill  is  unconstitu- 
tional, and  they  predicate  their  opin- 
ion as  to  the  unconstitutionality  of  the 
measure,  upon  the  following  grounds, 
to-wit: 

The  essential  provisions  of  the  bill 
provide  that  in  cities  of  over  forty 
thousand  (40,000)  and  under  one  hun- 
dred thousand  (100,000)  inhabitants 
there  shall  be  a  separate  assessment  of 
motor  vehicles  and  that  the  property 
or  ad  valorum  tax  shall  be  due  and  col- 
lectible, and  become  delinquent  before 
the  end  of  the  year  in  which  the  as- 
sessment is  made. 

The  Constitution.  Article  10,  Section 
11,  provides  that  "there  shall  be  no 
forfeiture  of  property  for  non-payment 
of  taxes,  but  at  the  expiration  of  the 
year  in  which  said  taxes  are  due.  the 
collector  shall,  without  suit,  and  after 
giving  notice  to  the  delinquent,  shall 
proceed  to  the  seizure  and  sale  of  the 
property  for  the  payment  of  the  taxes 
that  may  be  due." 

This  provision  of  the  Constitution 
applies  to  movable,  as  well  as  immov- 
able property,  for  there  is  no  stipula- 
tion in  the  Constitution  of  1921,  as  was 
contained  in  the  Constitutions  of  1898 
and  1913. 

Article  234  of  the  Constitution  of 
1913,  and  which  article  was  the  same 
in  the  Constitution  of  1898,  provided 
that  "the  tax  on  movable  property  shall 
be  collected  in  the  year  in  which  the 
assessment  is  made"  and  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1898,  acting  in  the  pursuance  of 
this  constitutional  mandate  did.  by  Act 
10  of  1898,  Section  40,  provide  as  fol- 
lows : 

"And  the  taxes  on  movable  property 
shall  be  paid  on  the  first  day  of  the 
calendar  month  next  succeeding  the 
filing  of  the  tax  rolls  in  the  office  where 
the  mortgage  records  are  kept,  pro- 
vided, that  no  other  collection  of  taxes 
on  movable  property  shall  be  made  be- 
fore the  first  of  October,  unless  the  col- 
lector  has   reason    to   believe    that   the 
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State  or  some  of  its  sub -divisions  will 
lose  the  same." 

We  have,  therefore,  reached  the  con- 
clusion that,  there  being  no  constitu- 
tional authority  to  enforce  the  collec- 
tion of  the  property  or  ad  valorum  tax 
on  movable  property  by  Its  forfeiture 
during  the  year  in  which  the  assess- 
ment is  made,  but  to  the  contrary, 
there  being  a  constitutional  prohibition 
to  the  enforced  collection  of  the  tax 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  year,  that  the 
bill  is  unconstitutional.

Whereas,  there  is  now  pending  be- 
fore Congress,  H.  R.  6048,  referring  to 
the  development  of  the  Agricultural  re- 
sources of  the  United  States  and  the 
ostablishment  of  Rural  Homes  through 
Federal  and  State  cooperation,  giving 
preference  to  those  who  have  served 
with  the  Military  and  naval  forces  of 
tlie  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  this  bill  provides  for  Gov- 
ernmental aid  In  the  Reclama;tIon  of 
arid  and  swamp  or  overflow  lands 
throughout  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  the  State  of  Louisiana  has 
over  one-third  of  its  entire  area,  ap- 
proximately ten  million  acres,  subject 
to  drainage  or  reclamation;  and 

Whereas,  the  extension  of  this  Na- 
tional Policy  of  Governmental  aid  and 
cooperation  in  the  reclamation  and 
settlement  of  lands  that  ixre  now  waste 
and  unproductive  will  bring  to  Louisi- 
ana the  same  great  stimulus  to  pros- 
perity that  was  conferred  on  the  west 
by  the  passage  of  the  Newlands 
Reclamation  Act  In  1902;   and

MESSAGES  FROM   THE  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  following  messages  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  were  re- 
ceived and  read: 

House  of  Representatives, 
State  of  Louisiana, 

Session  of  1921. 
Baton    Kouge,    La., 
November  9.  1921. 
To   the    Honorable   the    ^Senate   of   the 
State  of  Louisiana: 
I  am  directed  to  inform  your  honor- 
able  body   that   the   House   of   Repre- 
sentatives has  finally  passed  and  aski 
your  concurrence  in  the  following  en- 
titled, to- wit: 

House  Concurrent  Resolution  Na 
8— 

By  Mr.  Arras: 

A  concurrent  resolution  providing  for 
a  special  Joint  committee  of  three 
members  of  the  House  and  two  mem' 
bers  of  the  Senate,  clothed  with  au- 
thority to  investigate  the  affairs  of 
the  New  Orleans  Railway  and  Light 
Company,  the  New  Orleans  Gas  Light 
Company  and  their  affiliated  holding 
or  underlying  companies,  together  with 
all  negotiations  between  the  City  of 
New  Orleans  or  officials  thereof,  for 
franchises  for  natural  gas,  or  ordi- 
nances passed  or  proposed  to  the  Com- 
mission council  of  New  Orleans  re- 
lating to  natural  gas,  and  the  efforts 
of  the  New  Orleans  Railway  and  Light 
Company  and  New  Orleans  Gas  Light 
Company  and  parties  affiliated  with 
those  concerns  to  keep  natural  gas  out 
of  New  Orleans  except  on  the  terms 
of  those  concerns. 

Whereas,  The  New  Orleans  Railway 
and  Light  Company  and  the  New  Or- 
leans Gas  Light  Company  and  other 
affiliated  corporations  and  interests 
have  failed  to  perform  their  functions 
as  public  service  corporations,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
and  the  citizens  thereof;   and 

Whereas,  R«ites  for  street  car  fares, 
electricity  and  gas  have  been  increased 
from  time  to  time,  and  while  these 
rate  advances  have  been  made,  the 
service  has  deteriorated,  according  to 
statements  of  responsible  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Charges  have  been  made 
that  the  New  Orleans  Railway  and 
Light  Company  and  the  New  Orleans 
Gas  Light  Company  and  corporations 
and  interests  affiliated  with  those  con- 
cerns have  sought  to  keep  nautral  gas 
out   of   New   Orleans,   except   on   their 
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own  terms;  and 

Whereas,  The  intolerable  situation 
that  exists  In  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans has  wrought  injury  to  the  State 
as  well  as  the  City;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  desires  to 
secure  all  Information  possible,  with 
the  view  of  determining  what  legisla- 
tion may  be  necessary  to  remedy  ex- 
isting conditions  and  to  prevent  any 
recurrence   thereof;    therefore  be  it 

Resolved    by    the    House    of    Repre- 
sentatives   of    the   State   of  Louisiana, 
the  Senate  concurring;    that  a  special 
Joint   committee   of  three   members   of 
tlie    House,    to    be    appointed    by    the 
Speaker,  and  two  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate, to  be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,    is    hereby    created    for    the 
purp(kse  of  investigating  the  affairs  of 
the   New    Orleans    Railway   and   Light 
Company,   the  New  Orleand  Gas  Light 
Company,    the   American    Cities    Com- 
pany, the  Consumers*  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company,  the  Atlas   Oil   Com- 
ijany  and  any  and  all  other  affiliated 
holding     or    underlying   companies    or 
«corporations     or     interests     connected 
therewith.     The  said  committee  is  fur- 
ther  directed    and    empowered    to    in- 
vestigate   these   and    all    other    com- 
panies, corporations,  firms,  individuals 
or  interests    having   or  seeking   to   do 
with   the   public   utilities   of  New   Or- 
leans, and  having  or  seeking  to  have 
negotiations  with  the  authorities  of  the 
City  of  New  Orleans  relating  to  public 
utilities.     The  said   committee   is   also 
directed  to  investigate  all  negotiations 
for  piping  natural  gas  to  New  Orleans, 
and  the  failure  or  reasons  for  not  pip- 
ing natural  gas  to  New  Orleans,  and 
it  is  further  specifically  directed  to  in- 
vestigate all  ordinances,   proposed  or- 
^linances  or  franchises  for  natural  gas 
in  the   City   of    New    Orleans. 

Resolved  further.  That  the  joint  com- 
mittee herein  created  is  hereby  au- 
thorized, empowered  and  directed  to 
subpoena  witnesses,  to  compel  wit- 
nesses to  testify,  to  administer  oaths 
and  affirmations,  to  send  for  persons, 
^oks,  documents  or  papers  and  to 
compel  the  production  of  the  same,  and 
^0  do  any  and  all  things  that  may  be 
necessary  to  make  the  investigation 
effective  and  complete. 

The  committee  is  authorized  to  sit 
during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature 
and  shall  serve  without  pay.  The  com- 
mittee is  empowered  to  employ  a  com- 
petent stenographer  and  is  directed  to 
report  its  findings  at  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

House  Bill  No.  75 — 

By  Mr.  Tanner: 

An  act  providing  for  the  recall  of 
any  stfi.te,  district,  parish,  municipal  or 
ward   officer    (except    Judges    of    the 
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courts  of  record);  providing  for  the 
calling  and  holding  of  recall  elections;

First — The  present  method  of  first 
and  second  choice  voting  has  com- 
pletely failed  in  so  far  as  the  exprea- 
sion  of  a  majority  of  those  participat- 
ing in  a  primary  election,  for  since 
this  method  went  into  effect  not  a 
single  official  of  this  State  has  been 
elected  by  a  majority. 

Second — The  substitute  as  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Elections,  etc.. 
is  beautifully  constructed  theroetically. 
but,  it  fails  completely  from  a  prac- 
tical standpoint.  Voting  should  be  as 
simple  as  possible  and  when  Commis- 
sioners are  called  upon  to  explain  bal- 
lots, interference  will  naturally  creap 
in. 

Third — Public  officials  are  se- 
lected on  issues  and  from  a  "clashing 
of  ideas"  and  the  old  method  of  first 
and  second  primaries  are  the  most 
logical  and  desirable  in  the  opinion  of 
the  following  gentlemen  of  the  Senate 
Committe  on  Elections,  etc.

The  party  cast 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  as  in 
other  cases,  on  giving  bond  for  a  8um 
to  be  fixed  by  the  court  to  cover  coats 
of  all  courts,  the  emoluments  of  the 
office  involved  for  the  full  term  ^^^^ 
hereby  made  the  test  of  the  appellate 
Jurisdiction;  provided  said  appeal  shall 
be  filed  in  the  appellate  court  within 
not  more  than  five  days  from  the  ren- 
dition of  the  Judgment,  and  shall  be 
tried  on  the  original  records  and  b> 
preference  over  all  other  cases  what- 
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soever,  and  to  decide  the  same  within 
twenty-four    hours    after    submission. 
Upon   the  perfection  of  an  appeal,  the 
Clerk   of   the   Court  shall   immediately 
notify   the   Appellate   Court   in   writing 
which   said   Appellate  Court  shall  im- 
mediately   set   the  approval  down   for 
hearing     without    waiting    the    actual 
lodgment    of    the   appeal.     It   shall   be 
the   duty    of  the    Appellate    Court    to 
hear    and    determine    appeals    at    the 
earliest  practicable  moment,  and,  if  the 
Supreme  Court  be  in  vacation,  it  shall 
be    the    duty    of   the    Chief   Justice    to 
convene    the   court  at  onge  in   special 
session.      That  if  a  trial  of  the  cases 
appealed    to   the    Court   of   Appeal   be 
desired  at  a  time  when  the  said  Courts 
are  in    vacation,  it  shall   be   the   duty 
of   the   Judges    composing   such   court, 
to  meet  in  session  without  delay;  that 
no  application   for   rehearing  shall  be 
entertained,  but  the  courts  may  correct 
manifest  errors  to  which  their  atten- 
tion may  be   called,    upon    their    own 
motion;  .and    whenever    either    party 
shall  so  desire  and  request,  after  judg- 
ment,  the  Court  of  Appeal  shall  im- 
mediately transmit  the  entire  record  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  which  Court  shall 
immediately   proceed   to  hear  and   re- 
view such  case  as  if  it  had  been  regu- 
larly  ordered    up   for   review,    and    to 
pronounce  thereon  without  delay.     No 
contest     shall    be    entertained    unless 
brought  within  two  days  after  the  of- 
ficial promulgation  of  the  result  of  the 
election. 

In  all  cases  where  there  is  to  be 
nominated  only  one  candidate  for  a 
particular  officer,  the  elector .  shall  in- 
dicate his  first  choice,  and  without  be- 
ing required  to  do  so,  may  indicate  a 
second  choice,  and  ballots  shall  be 
printed  accordingly,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  If  any  candidate  shall  re- 
ceive a  majority  of  votes  of  the  first 
choice,  he  shall  receive  the  nomina- 
tion. If  no  candidate  shall  receive 
auch  a  majority  of  first  choice  votes, 
then  the  nomination  for  such  office 
shall  lay  between  the  two  candidates 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  first 
choice  votes,  and  the  determination  of 
the  nomination  as  between  said  two 
highest  candidates  receiving  first  clioice 
votes,  shall  be  by  adding  to  their  first 
choice  votes  the  second  choice  votes 
^hlch  they  respectively  received  on 
the  ballots  recording  first  choice  votes 
for  the  candidates  who  have  been 
eliminated  from  the  contest,  and  the 
candidate,  as  between  these  two,  who 
received  the  greatest  number  of  first 
und  second  choice  votes,  thus  ascer- 
taining, shall  be  declared  nominated. 

In  case  where  there  is  to  be  nomi- 


nated more  than  one  candidate  for  a 
particular  office,  then  when  the  first 
candidate  is  chosen  as  required  above, 
the  second  candidate  shall  be  chosen 
in  a  like  manner,  by  eliminating  from 
the  contest  for  the  second  choice  the 
candidate  already  declared  nominated, 
and  taken  the  next  two  candidates  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  first 
choice  votes  and  adding  to  their  first 
choice  votes  respectively,  the  second 
choice  votes  received  by  them,  and  the 
candidate  receiving  the  highest  number 
first  and  second  choice  votes  shall  be 
declared  nominated,  and  so  on  until  a 
sufficient  number  of  nominees  have 
been  selected. 

The  officer  preparing  the  ballots 
shall  print  two  perpendicular  columns 
on  the  right  side  of  the  ballots  adjoin- 
ing the  names  of  the  candidates  and 
at  the  head  of  the  first  column  shall 
be  written  "First  Choice,"  and  at  the 
head  of  the  second  column  shall  be 
written  "Second  Choice,"  so  that  the 
elector  may  indicate  opposite  the  name 
of  any  candidate  whether  such  candi- 
date is  his  first  or  second  choice;  pro- 
vided that  no  elector  shall  indicate  as 
second  choice  any  candidate  whom  he 
has  already  voted  for  as  his  first 
choice;  and  if  any  elector  shall  vote 
for  any  candidate  as  his  second  choice 
for  whom  he  has  already  voted  for  a«i 
his  first  choice,  then  as  to  such  candi- 
date, the  ballot  shall  be  considered  a 
spoiled  ballot. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted 
that  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con- 
flict herewith  or  contrary  herewith  be 
tind  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  and 
superseded.

tribute in  the  future  for  further  road 
bu^ilding   therein."

The  additional  ex- 
pense caused    by   the   increased    width 
or    different    type    of   construction,    or 
both,  shall   be   borne   wholly    by    such 
city,   town,    or   village.      The   Commis- 
sion shall,   if   the   petition    therefor   is 
filed    prior    to    the    advertisement    for 
t^ids.  provide   for   the   width   and   type 
of  construction  described  in  the  reso- 
lution.   The  portion  of  the  cost  of  con- 
struction to  be  borne  by  the  city,  town, 
or  village,  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
State  Treasurer,  when  and  as  directed 
by   the    Commission,     and     the     State 
Treasurer  shall  place  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  General   Highway  Fund  for  the 
account  of  said  special  road  improve- 
ment."

mary election  promulgate  same  in  the 
official  Journal  of  the  State,  and  shall 
forward  under  a  special  stamp  a  cer- 
tified copy  thereof,  under  his  signa- 
ture and  seal  of  office,  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  ordering  the 
primary.

States  Senator;  or  if  it  be  a  municipal, 
parochial  or  district  office,  then  the 
District  Court  of  the  Parish  in  which 
the  contestee  resides,  which  petition 
shall  set  forth  specifically  and  in  de- 
tail the  grounds  on  which  the  con- 
test is  based  and  the  irregularities  or 
frauds  of  which  complaint  is  made; 
that  thereupon  the  Judge  of  said  court, 
or,  in  his  absence,  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  shall  issue  an  order  directing  the 
contestee  to  answer  the  petition  with- 
in five  days  after  the  service  upon  him 
of  certified  copy  of  the  petition  and

That  if  a  trial  of  the  cases 
appealed  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  be 
desired  at  a  time  when  the  said  Courts 
are  in  vacation,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Judges  composing  such  court, 
to  meet  In  session  without  delay;  that 
no  application  for  rehearing  shall  be 
entertained  ,but  the  courts  may  correct 
manifest  errors  to  which  their  atten-

provided;  If  any  candidate  shall  re- 
ceive a  majority  of  votes  of  the  first 
choice,  he  shall  receive  the  nomina- 
tion. If  no  candidate  shall  receive 
such  a  majority  of  first  choice  votes* 
then  the  nomination  for  such  offica 
shall  lay  between  the  two  candidates 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  first 
choice  votes,  and  the  determination  of 
the  nomination  as  between  said  two 
highest  candidates  receiving  flrst  chol<% 
votes,  shall  be  by  adding  to  their  first 
choice  votes  the  second  choice  votes 
which  they  respectively  received  on 
the  ballots  recording  flrst  choice  votes 
for  the  candidates  who  have  been 
eliminated  from  the  contest,  and  the 
candidate,  as  between  these  two,  who 
received  the  greatest  number  of  first 
and  second  choice  votes,  thus  ascer- 
taining,  shall   be   declared   nominated. 

In  case  where  there  is  to  be  nomi- 
nated more  than  one  candidate  for  a 
particular  office,  then  when  the  first 
candidate  is  chosen  as  required  above, 
the  second  candidate  shall  be  chosen 
in  a  like  manner,  by  eliminating  from 
the  contest  for  the  second  choice  the 
candidate  already  declared  nominated, 
and  taken  the  next  two  candidates  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  first 
choice  votes  and  adding  to  their  flrst 
choice  votes  respectively,  the  second 
choice  votes  received  by  them,  and  the 
candidate  receiving  the  highest  number 
first  and  second  choice  votes  shall  be 
declared  nominated,  and  so  on  until  a 
sufTicient  number  of  nominees  have 
been  selected. 

The  officer  preparing  the  ballots 
shall  print  two  perpendicular  columns 
on  the  right  side  of  the  ballots  adjoin- 
ing the  names  of  the  candidates  and

Whereas,  The  Legislature  desires  to 
secure  all  information  possible,  with 
the  view  of  determining  what  legisla- 
tion may  be  necessary  to  remedy  ex- 
isting conditions  and  to  prevent  any 
recurrence  thereof;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the 
Senate  concurring,  that  a  special  joint 
committee  of  three  members  of  the 
House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  speaker, 
and  two  members  of  the  Senate,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, is  hereby  created  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Investigating  the  affairs  of  the 
New  Orleans  Railway  and  Light  Com- 
pany, the  New  Orleans  Gas  Light 
Company,  the  American  Cities  Com- 
pany, the  Consumers'  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company,  the  Atlas  Oil 
Company  and  any  and  all  other  af- 
filiated, holding  or  underlying  com- 
panies or  corporations  or  interests 
connected  therewith.  The  said  com- 
mittee is  further  directed  and  empow- 
ered to  investigate  these  and  all  other

That  the  Joint  com- 
mittee herein  created  is  hereby  an- 
thorized,  empowered  and  directed  to

Whereas,  upon  this  day  three  years  ago  a  tired  and  weary 
world,  torn  by  years  of  war  and  suffering  unprecedented  in 
the  annals  of  history,  awoke  to  learn  that  the  nations  of  the 
world  had  agreed  to  lay  down  their  arms  and  cea«e  a  struggle 
which  threatened  to  suck  the  life  blood  of  civilization  itself; 
and 

Whereas,  the  triumph  which  this  day  brought,  although 
bought  in  the  blood  and  lives  of  millions  of  the  select  young 
men  of  the  white  race,  won  for  Democracy  and  liberty  a  victory 
over  imperialism  which  will  endure  so  long  as  the  white  races 
remain ;    and 

Whereas,  we  recognize  that  in  laying  down  their  lives  to 
protect  our  homes  and  to  make  our  place  in  the  world  secure, 
we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  dead  who  sleep  in  France 
and  in  Flanders  Field,  which  we  can  never  pay,  and  to  the  living 
who  have  come  home. again  after  the  great  struggle. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Senate  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana  in  fitting  commemoration  of  our  gratitude  to  those 
who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  making  the  world  secure, 
do  herewith  again  pledge  our  faith  to  those  who  died,  and  that 
when  this  Senate  does  adjourn  it  do  so  in  memory  of  those 
gallant  boys  and  in  recognition  of  our  gratitude  for  their 
valor  and  bravery.

Whereas,  The  New  Orleans  Rail- 
way and  Light  Company  and  th«  New 
Orleans  Gas  Light  Company  and  other 
affiliated  corporations  and  interests 
have  failed  to  perform  their  functions 
as  public  service  corporations,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans and  the  citizens  thereof;  and 
"  Whereas,  rate's  for  street  car  fares, 
electricity  and  gas  have  been  In- 
creased from  time  to  time,  and,  while 
these  rate  advances  have  been  made, 
the  service  has  detoriorated,  accord- 
ing to  statements  of  responsible  cit- 
izens; and 

Whereas,  charges  have  been  made 
that  the  New  Orleans  Railway  and 
Light  Company  and  the  New  Orleans 
Gas  Light  Company  and  corporations 
and  interests  affiliated  with  those 
concerns  have  sought  to  keep  natural 
gas  out  of  New  Orlears,  except  on 
their  own   terms:    and 

Whereas,  the  intolerable  situation 
that  exists  in  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans has  wrought  injury  to  the  State 
as  well  as  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  desires  to 
seoure  all  Information  possible,  with 
the  view  of  determining  what  legisla- 
tion may  be  necessary  to  remedy  ex- 
isting conditions  and  to  prevent  any 
recurrence  thereof;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the 
Senate  concurring,  that  a  special  Joint 
committee  of  three  members  of  the 
House,  to  be  appointed  by  the  speaker, 
and  two  in»mbec8  of  the  Sonate.   to 
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be  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, is  hereby  created  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  the  affairs  of  the 
New  Orleans  Railway  and  Light  Com- 
pany, the  New  Orleans  Gas  Light 
Company,  the  American  Cities  Com- 
pany, the  Consumers'  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company,  the  Atlas  Oil 
Company  and  any  .and  all  other  af- 
filiated, holding  or  underlying  com- 
panies or  corporations  or  Interests 
connected  therewith.  The  said  com- 
mittee is  further  directed  and  empow- 
ered to  investigate  these  and  all  other 
companies,  corporations,  firms,  indi- 
viduals or  interests  having  or  seeking 
to  do  with  the  public  utilities  of  New 
Orleans,  and  having  or  seeking  to 
have  negotiations  with  the  authori- 
ties of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  re- 
lating to  public  utilities.  The  said 
committee  Is  rJso  directed  to  lnres!i- 
crate  all  negotiaions  for  piping  natural 
gas  to  New  Orleans,  and  the  failure 
or  reasons  for  not  piping  natural  g&s 
to  New  Orleans,  and  it  is  further  spe- 
cificially  directed  to  investigate  all 
ordinances,  proposed  ordinances  or 
franchises  for  natural  gas  In  the  City 
of   New   Orleans. 

Resolved  further.  That  the  Joint  com- 
mittee herein  created  is  hereby  eu- 
thorized,  empowered  and  directed  to 
subpoena  witnesses,  to  compel  wit- 
nesses to  testify,  to  administer  oaths 
and  affirmations,  to  send  for  persons, 
books,  documents  or  papers  and  to 
compel  the  production  of  the  same,  and 
to  dd  any  and  all  things  that  may  be 
necessary...  to  make  the  InTestlgatloD 
effective  and  complete. 

The  committee  Is  authorised  to  sit 
during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature 
and  shall  serve  without  pay.  The  com* 
mlttee  is  empowered  to  employ  a  com' 
petent  stenographer  and  Is  directed  to 
report  its  findings  at  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  Legislature.

California  and  New  Mexico  has  en- 
tered the  wold's  markets  persistent 
atteni^pts  to  depress  the  prices  of  that 
grade  of  cotton  are  being  made  through 
the  influence  of  sipinners  and  large 
cotton  dealers  abroad  and  at  home,

Whereas,  the  Dial  Bill  now  pending 
in  Congress  is  clearly  in  the  interest 
of  the  Spinners  and  large  spot  cotton 
dealers,  as  said  Bill  endeavors  to  re- 
strict the  delivery  of  cotton  on  future 
contracts  to  less  than  ten  grades  as 
now  provided  by  an  amendment  to  the 
United  States  Cotton  Futures  Aot,  and 
Whereas,  ^Wlien  the  United  States 
Cotton  Futures  Act  became  a  law  in 
1S1$  it  placed  cotton  dealings  through 
exchanges  under  the  supervision  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  provided  for  the  delivery 
of  twenty  grades  of  cotton  on  contract, 
and  this  provision  was  dearly  in  the 
interest  of  cotton  producers  who  are 
powerless  to  prevent  dust  and  rain 
from  effecting  cotton,  and  tests  made 
by  the  United  States  Detpartment  of 
Agriculture  proved  that  the  spin- 
ning value  of  cotton  outlawed  by  the 
ten  grade  amendment  was  not  in-

Dauenhauer,  Sheriff  of  the  Parish  of 
Jefferson,  as  directed  by  said  resolu- 
tion, and  it  has  also  made  one  trip  to 
the  Parish  of  Jefferson  for  physical 
inspection. 

From  the  evidence  adduced,  verbal 
and  documentary,  your  committee  has 
found  and  hereby  submits  the  follow- 
ing finding  of  fact: 

1.  That  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana  relative  to  gambling  have 
been  violated  in  the  Parish  of  Jeffer- 
son during  J.  B.  Douenhauer's  incum- 
bency as  Sheriff  of  the  Parish  of 
Jefferson. 

2.  That  there  has  been  an  im- 
provement In  the  enforcement  of  such 
law  under  Sheriff  Dauenhauer  as  com- 
pared with  its  enforcement  by  his 
predecessor. 

3.  That  there  is  no  direct  or  con- 
vincing evidence  to  show  that  the 
laws  relative  to  gambling  have  been 
violated  with  the  knowledge,  consent 
or  connivance  of  the  Sheriff  of  Jeffer- 
son Parish. 

4.  That  in  appointing  Special  Dep- 
uty Sheriffs,  the  Sheriff  of  the  Par- 
ish of  Jefferson  has  not  followed  the 
law  ae  set  forth  in  acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana, Nos.  27  of  1902  and  213  of  1^12. 

6.  That  there  has  been  an  im- 
provement in  the  enforcement  of  law 
and  order,  in  general,  in  the  Parish  of 
Jefferson,  since  the  present  Sheriff's 
accession  to  office.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar  of 
voters   of  eadi   parish    in    the    state, 
wherein  such  recall  election  is  sought, 
to  certify  on  the  said  recall  petitloa

An  a€t  to  levy  taxes  on  all  in- 
heritances, legacies  and  donations,  or 
gifts  made  in  contemplation  of  death;

"(b)  Inheritances,  legacies,  dona* 
tlons,  and  gifts  made  in  contemplation 
of  death  to  a  collateral  relation  of  de- 
cedent (including  brothers  or  sisters 
by  affinity)  to  the  amount  or  value  of 
One  Thousand  dollars   ($1,000). 

"(c)  Legacies,  donations,  and  gifts 
.made  in  contemplation  of  death,  to  a 
stranger,  to  the  amount  or  value  of 
Five  Hundred  dollars   ($500). 

"(d)  All  legacies  and  donations  lo 
charitable,  religious  or  educational  in- 
stitutions located  wthin  the  State  of 
Lousiana. 

"Section  2.  Upon  every  Inheritance, 
legacy,  donation,  or  grift  made  in  con- 
templation of  death,  to  or  in  favor  of 
a  direct  descendant,  by  blood  or  af- 
finity, ascendant,  or  surviving  spous>: 
of  decedent,  the  amount  or  value  of 
which  shall  exceed  Five  Thousand 
dollars  ($5,000)  the  tax  shall  be  two 
(2)  per  cent  of  the  actual  value  there- 
of at  the  time  of  death  on  the  amount 
in  excess  of  Five  Thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  up  to  Twenty  Thousand  dol- 
lars ($20,000),  and  three  <3)  per  cent 
of  such  actual  value  on  the  amount  in 
excess  of  Twenty  Thousand  dollars 
($20,000). 

"Upon  every  inheritance,  legacy,  do- 
nation, or  gift  made  m  contemplation 
of  death,  to  a  collateral  relation  (in- 
cluding brothers  or  sisters  by  affinity), 
the  amount  or  value  of  which  shall  ex- 
ceed One  Thousand  dollars,  the  tax 
shall  be  five  (6)  per  cent  of  the  actua. 
value  thereof  at  the  time  of  death,  or. 
the  p.-mount  in  excess  of  One  Thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  up  to  Twenty  Thou- 
sand dollars  ($20,000);  and  seven  (7^ 
per  cent  of  such  actual  value  on  the 
amount  in  excess  of  Twenty  Thousar.i 
($20,000)   dollars. 

"Upon  every  legacy,  donation,  or 
gift  made  in  contemplation  of  death, 
to  a  stranger,  the  amount  or  value  of 
which  shall  exceed  Five  Hunded  dol- 
lars (1500)  the  tax  shall  be  Ave  (S) 
>per  cent  of  the  actual  value  thereof  at 
the  time  of  death,  on  the  amount  in 
excess  of  Five  Hundred  dollars  (1500) 
up  to  Five  Thousand  dollars  ($5,000) 
and  ten  (10)  per  cent  on  the  amount 
in  excess  of  Five  Thousand  dollars 
($5,000). 

"Said  tax  shall  be  imposed  with 
respect  to  all  property  of  every 
nature  and  kind  included  or  embraced 
in  any  inheritance,  legacy,  donation, 
or  gift  made  in  contemplaton  of 
death,  including  all  personal  property 
physically  in   the  State  of  Loulftiaitf* 
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whether  owned  or  inherited  by,  or  be- 
queathed, sriven  or  donated  to,  a  resi- 
dent or  non-resident,  and  whether  in- 
herited, bequeathed,  griven  or  donated 
under  the  law  of  this  State  or  of  any 
other  State  or  country;  and  all  per- 
sonal property  owned  by  residents  of 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  wherever  sit- 
uate; unless  such  property  shall  be 
included  in  the  exemptions  above  set 
forth."

Dear  Doctor  Dowllng: 

1  beg  to  submit  a  report  on  the  sus- 
pected food  'Poisoning  situation  in  Ba- 
ton Rouge,  L«.,  on  November  9th. 

Mr.  O'Niell,  Mr.  Ernst  and  myself 
visited  Dr.  P.  H.  Jones.  City  Health 
Officer.  imme4iately  upon  our  arrival 
in  Baton  Rouge. 

Dr.  Jones  knew  of  the  cases  of  sus- 
pected food  poisoning,  and  especially 
mentioned  those  of  Mr.  James  Evans 
and  Mr.  Ferd  Claiborne  as  being  the 
most  recent  ones.  Dr.  Jones  did  not 
seem  to  think  that  there  bad  been  any 
large  number  among  the  people  of  the 
city;  at  any  rate  such  knowledge  had 
not  come  to  his  attention.  He  de- 
scribed the  symptoms  of  Mr.  Evans 
and  the  conditions  under -wliich  they 
occurred.  We  also  discussed  GK>vemor 
Hairs  case,  and  the  belief  waa  ex- 
pressed that  his  death  was  due  not  to 
food  poisoning  but  to  a  heart  attack 
possibly  of  an  anginous  nature. 

On  leaving  Dr.  Jones  I  next  inter- 
viewed Dr.  J.  E.  Doussan  at  2:30  p.  m. 
at  the  State  House.     He  laid  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  before  me  and 
we  discussed  the  probability  of  a  wide- 
spread    infection      with     Benteritidis 
Gaertner.   or   one  of   the   Paratyphoid 
KToup  of  organisms,  or  possibly  toxins 
ot  B.   botulinus.     I   was    finally   con- 
vinced by  what  Dr.  Doussan  said  as 
well  as  by  the  statements  of  twelve  or 
fifteen  other  Senators^  to  whom  I  was 
introduced    'by    the    doctor,    that  the 
theory  of  an  infection  in  the  generally 
accepted  sense  of   the   term  was  not 
tenable,  in  the  first  place  because  the 
cases  were  too  sporadic,  secondly  what 
is  more  important  no  special  restaur- 
ant, nor  any  special  food  stuff  could  be

im^iioa^d.  It  «!a»  dear  from  what  I 
was  told  that  these- men  had  had  their 
meals  served  at  various  eating  placets 
and.  that  they,  ^tslbuied  Iheir.  iUnese, 
some  oases  which  weeeitransitovy  only, 
to  a  variety),  of  disheai  Those  tom4m 
most  freauently-  menttoaed.  howev«^ 
were  such  as  eoniata  ea«tty  putrlfylng 
constituents,  notably  protein.  These 
are  meat,  oysters,  shrimps,  craiM. 
brains,  milk  and  cheese  aod.  various 
preparations  containing  these  «8iih- 
stances,  especially  gumbo.  It  was  ffe** 
quently  stated  that  prepared  food  put 
before  customera  was  •often  unfit  for 
consumption.  A  number  of  my  inform* 
ants  stated  that  they  had  returned 
such  dishes;  many  said  they  had  felt 
badly  for  varying  periods  after  eat- 
ing their  food.  Prominent  were  symp- 
toma  of  vertigo,  vomiting,  diarrhea  and 
prostration,  in  milder  instances  nausea, 
oppression  in  the  epigastrium  Indicat- 
ing that  the  food  lay  in  the  stomach 
without  digesting  normally. 

The  names  of  all  who  at  one  time 
or  another  had  been  affected  were  not 
obtained.  Those,  however,  whose  oases 
appear  to  have  been  most  severe  were 
Mr.  Evans,  Mr.  Claiborne  (who  how- 
ever according  to  Mr.  Qrace  has  re- 
covered), Mr.  Tobin.  who  was  sent 
home  to  Natchitoches,  Dr.  Doussan  af- 
fected the  day  before  our  arrival  and  a 
lady  stenographer.  Each  and  *>  ^^ry 
person  I  spoke  with  complained  bit- 
terly about  the  restaurant  conditions. 
This  complaint  was  given  me  volun- 
tarily. 

In  company  with  Dr.  Doussan  and 
another  Senator,  I  called  on  Mr.  Evans. 
He  appeared  still  weakened  and  pros- 
trated by  bis  experience. 

Mr.  Evans  stated  that  he  ate  his 
noon  meal  containing  meat  (roast  beef) 
at  the  Mayer  Restaurant  on  Monday. 
At  6  p.  m..  not  feeling  particularly 
hungry,  he  simply  ordered  a  piece  of 
lemon  pie  which,  as  far  as  he  knew 
was  perfectly  good.  At  10  p.  m.  he 
took  another  piece  of  pie,  this  time 
peach,  at  the  same  restaurant.  Dur- 
ing the  night  he  was  restless  and  awoke 
Tuesday  morning  without  rover.  !^  r 're 
occurrence  for  him.  For  Tuesday 
breakfast,  Mr.  Evans  drank  only  a 
cup  of  coffee  and  went  directly  to  the 
State  House.  In  the  latrine  the  faint- 
ing attack  overcame  him  and  he  just 
had  sufficient  control  to  stagger  from 
the  latrine  to  be  received  in  an  un- 
conscious condition  by  a  friend. 

He  was  immediately  attended  by  Dr. 
Doussan,  who  stated  that  he  was  vir- 
tually pulseless  and  that  he  vomited 
and  continued  to  vomH.  flr««*  rr"*-  s, 
then  a  thin  watery  fluid  which,  being 
intensely  add,  was  very  like  gastric 
Juice.     He   was   given  strychnine  and 
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morphine  by  Dr.  Doussan  and  re« 
turned  to  his  room  at  the  Mayer  HoteL 
Later  his  bowels  were  induced  to  move 
by  a  cathartic.  It  is  claimed  for  Mr. 
£3vans  that  his  blood  pressure  is  about 
141  M.M.  and  that  he  is  not  a  drinker, 
and  that  he  had  never  suffered  from 
any  similar  attacks  previously.  He  is 
fifty  years  old  and  a  well  preserved 
man  physically. 
.The    symptomB   which    he    described 

to  me  indicated  that  some  toxin  had 
been  operatin^r  centrally.  The  fact  that 
a  movement  of  the  head  or  a  change  to 
an  upright  position  was  evidence  that 
medullary  centers  were  principally  af- 
fected. It  will  be  recalled  that  the 
bulb  contains  the  nuclei  of  the  vagus 
the  motor  and  secretory  nerve  of  the 
etomach,  as  well  as  the  nuclei  of  the 
termination  of  the  vestibular  nerve 
which  communicates  with  the  centers 
of  equillbrum,  the  semicircular  canals 
and  cerebellum,  as  well  as  with  the 
nuclei  of  the  vagus  and  abducent 
nerves.  Nystagmus,  however,  was  not 
mentioned  but  is  a  frequent  symptom 
in  disturbances  of  the  medulla  and 
pons. 

The  impression  gained  was  that  what 
ever  the  toxin  it  reacted  suddenly, 
probably  on  account  of  the  straining 
while  at  stool  (the  patient  was  usually 
somewhat  constipated).  This  strain- 
ing produced  a  stas^  of  the  blood  sup- 
ply within  the  mesenteric  area  as  well 
as  in  the  central  nervous  system  and 
thus  an  unusually  large  amount  of 
toxin  was  brought  in  contact  with  very 
sensitive  tissues.  It  is  probable  that 
the  gradual  elimination  not  sufficient 
to  flood  the  nervous  centers  was  the 
reason  for  Mr.  Evans'  previous  indis- 
position and  lack  of  appetite.  Where 
this  toxin  came  from  I  am  unable  to 
say  with  and  degree  of  certainty.  It  is 
mere  guess  work  to  state  that  the  pie 
was  responsible;  it  seems  more  plausi- 
ble to  suspect  some  ingredient  of  the 
only  full  meal  taken  the  previous  day, 
Monday. 

That  cases  of  poisoning  apparently 
attributable  to  spoiled  food  do  occur 
without  the  presence  of  any  specific 
bacteria  being  involved  seem  to  be  at 
least  a  probability.  According  to  ac- 
counts, food  served  in  all  the  QSaton 
Rouge  restaurants  is  not  above  sus- 
picion of  being  improperly  kept  Dr. 
Doussan  attributes  the  conditions  pre- ' 
vaiUngs  to  "bad  warehousing,"  which 
means,  I  take  it,  that  food  is  improp- 
erly stored  and  decomposes  and  then 
Is  served  to  restaurant  and  hotel 
guests.  It  is  quite  probable  too  that 
the  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  coming  from  various 
parts  of  the  State,  unable  to  obtain 
good  lodging  and  food  are  constrained  \ 


to  live  at  the  various  restaurants 
which,  as  every  one  soon  leama,  have 
a  monotonous  diet.  Eating  soon  be- 
comes a  duty  and  ceases  to  be  a  pleas- 
ure, the  pyschic  factor  so  necessary 
for  proper  digestion  Is  eliminated,  sap- 
pressed,  or  is  ch&nged  into  a  feeling 
of  disgust  at  improperly  cooked  food, 
and  the  nautral  functions  of  the  gas- 
tro- intestinal  tract  become  abnormal 
and  perverted.  I  venture  to  remark 
that  an  unusual  mode  of  living  and 
potus  may  play  a  certain  role.  Such 
physical  conditions  are  doubtless  pre- 
disposing causes  of  chronic  indigestion. 
The  intestines  and  stomach,  usually 
impervious,  are  prepared  to  absorb  any 
toxic  substance  from  decomposed  food 
which  normally  would  ipass  through 
without  any  constitutional  disturbance 
worthy  of  note.  This  I  conceive  to  be 
the  reason  why  so  many  cases  occur 
among  a  selected  group  of  men.  On 
asking  why  more  people  of  the  city 
proper  and  traveling  men  escaped*  I 
was  told  that  the  former  seldom  eat  at 
the  restaurants,  and  the  latter  leave 
town  too  soon.  I  am  not  entirely  in 
accord  with  this  opinion,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  traveling  men 
though  I  have  no  evidence  to  the  con- 
trary. 

Dr.  Doussan  was  insistent  that  im- 
dedlate  action  be  taken;  I  assured  him 
that'  I  had  no  authority  to  do  ansrthing 
more  than  I  had  already  accomplished, 
which  was  to  investigate  the  situation 
and  to  try  to  find  the  ultimate  source 
of  any  infection.  Such  not  being  in 
my  opinion  the  case  the  object  of  my 
visit  was  accomplished.  Dr.  Doussan 
agreed  with  me. 

Before  leaving  Baton  Rouge  I  com- 
municated by  telephone  the  data  which 
I  had  collected  to  Dr.  Jones,  in  whom, 
as  City  Health  Officer,  the  authority 
for  any  necessary  action  is  vested. 

Returning  to  the  question  of  putre- 
scent protein  substances  or  foods  of 
other  kinds  as  factors  in  food  poison- 
ing, I  desire  to  cite  what  Roseuau  says 
regarding  them.  He  claims  that  cases 
of  food  or  "ptomain"  poisoning  are 
more  and  mor«  resolving  themselves 
into  infections  with  specific  organisms 
or  toxins  of  the  B.  botulinis.  He  says: 
"Putrid  or  putrefying  organic  matter 
is  not  necessarily  poisonous  or  even 
harmful.  There  is  a  time  when  de- 
composing meat  and  cheese  reaches  a 
height  of  toxicity  then  gradually  de- 
clines and  finally  becomes  inactive." 
Meat  if  toxic  is  most  poisonous  from 
the  4th  to  the  11th  day.  The  poisonous 
properties  of  other  food  stuffs  have  a 
similar  relation  to  the  stage  of  putre- 
faction. It  is  a  well  known  fact  that 
most  "ptomains",  a  name  given  by 
Brieger   to   certain   well   defined  snb- 
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stances  noted  in  proceBS  of  decom* 
position,  axe  very  numerous  and  that 
▼ery  few  are  toxic.  They  all  contain 
the  trimetbylamin  radicale  and  become' 
toxic  only  when  oxygen  is  incorporated 
into  the  molecules.  They  are  strongly 
alkaline  bases. 

The  poisonous  "ptomains"  appear 
about  the  11th  day  and  disappear  grad- 
ually. One  of  these  bases  is  known  as 
Sepsin  and  was  obtained  from  putrefy- 
ing flesh.  It  |^roduces  vomiting  and 
diarrhea.  Faust  found  that  26  milli- 
grams (H  grain)  was  sufficient  to  kill 
a  large  dog. 

Another  form  of  poisoning  may  come 
from    decomposed    fatty    products    or 
foods      containing     lipoids     especially. 
The    lipoid    known   as    "lecithin"   con- 
tained    in     milk,     cheese,     eggs     (the 
yolk).       brain      and      no      doubt      the 
thymus.     Lecithin  may  be  decomposed 
by  bacterial  decomposition  Into  Choli^ 
which  Itself  is  non  toxic  but  becomes 
so  when  united  with  the  Acetyl  group. 
As   Acetyl -cholin,    a   substance   which 
may    well    occur    when    Carbohydrate 
fermentation  and  Lecithin  decomposi- 
tion  take  place  simultaneously.     It  Is 
possible  that  shell  fish  which  contain 
both  glycogen  and  an  extremely  un- 
stable protein  may,  when  decomposed, 
produce  a  toxin  of  this  nature.     Also 
brain  which  has  been  keipt  for  some 
time  under  unfavorable  condition  might 
conceivably  become  toxic  on  this  ac- 
count. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  these  toxins, 
not  being  of  either  volatil  or  thermo- 
labile  nature,  are  not  destroyed  by 
heating. 

In  addition  to  speclllc  Infection  and 
toxins  of  a  definite  chemical  composi- 
tion, it  is  also  pointed  out  that  over- 
whelming numbers  of  otherwise  harm- 
less  bacteria  may,   In  themselves  and 


by  their  presence,  produce  acute  gas-  | 
tro-lntestlnal  symptoms.  •Doubtless  a 
tract  properly  prepared  for  their  re- 
ception and  multiplication  would  be  a 
necessary  pre-condition.  That  such 
may  exist  among  those  who  habitual- 
ly take  their  meals  at  restaurants  is 
at  least  a  possibility  worthy  of  con- 
sideration. 

From  the  preceding  discussion  of  the 
situation  in  Baton  Rouge  it  will,  I 
think,  be  evident  that  I  do  not  con- 
sider that  an  acute  infection  with  the 
Bpeciflc  micro-organisms  commonly 
asaocia^ed  with  food-poisoning  cases  is 
ttie  cause.  Rather,  I  should  say,  the 
area  from  which  the  trouble  arises  is 
not  restricted  to  any  single  resaurant, 
as  is  usual  in  such  cases.  I  am  of  the 
opinion,  to  Judge  from  the  personal 
statements  and  from  my  own  observa- 
tion, that  the  quality  of  the  food  could 
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be  markedly  improved.  It  is  true  I 
did  not  encounter  putrid  food  camou- 
flaged with  condiments,  as  I  have  been 
told  is  frequently  the  case;  but  there 
is,  I  think,  sufficient  evidence  to  war- 
rant the  suspicion  that  improperly 
prepared  dishes  and  decomposed  food 
products  are  at  the  bottom  of  the 
difficulty.
